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TRISH LEADERS ARRESTED 


OHARGED WITH CONSPIRACY 
TO DEFRAUD. 

DILLON, O’BRIEN, HARRIS, AND SHEEHY 
TO ANSWER FOR RECEIVING TEN- 
ANTS’ RENT MONEY AS TRUSTEES. 

Dustin, Dec. 16.—John Dillon, tucmber 
bf Parhament for East Mayo; William O’Brien, 
editor of United Ireland ; Matthew Harris, mem- 
ber of Parliament for East Galway, and David 
Sheehy, member of Parliament for South Gal- 
Way, were arrested to-day in the town of Lough- 
rea, County Galway, charged with conspiracy to 
defraud. The prisoners have been acting as 
Trustees in conducting the “plan of campaign” 
and receiving from dissatisfied tenants the re- 
duced rents refusgd by landlords or landlords’ 
agents. Atthe time of making the arrests the 
police took away from Mr. Dillon 280 which he 
had just received in trust from tenants. The 
four gentlemen were taken before @ magistrate 
and remanded for a week. 

An immense Nationalist demonstration was 
held at Loughrea to-day. Father Cunningham 
presided, and a number of other clergymen and 
Messrs. Dillon, O’Brien, Harris, and Sheehy 
were on the platform. A large contingent of 
Lord Clonricarde’s tenants was present. Messrs. 
Dillon and O’Brien addressed the meeting, and 
then opened Nationalist rent offices, Hun- 
dreds of tenants came forward and paid their 
rents, Suddenly the police raided the 
offices. Inspector Davies seized money, docu- 
ments, and books and arrested Mr. Dillon. Mr. 


Dilion struggled with Inspector Davies for 
possession of the rent money seized by 
the latter. The police proceeded up stairs 
and took possession of more money and docu- 
lwents. They then arrested Mr. O’Brien and 
afterward Messrs. Harris and Sheehy. The 

Specific charge against the four gentlemen is 
that they were conspiring to induce tenants not 
te pay their lawful rents. They gave bail in 
£200 each. Itis rumored that the police have 
been instructed to pursue a similar course 
in the case of other Nationalist rent collectors, 
The National League leaders have decided to 
continne their Po tactics. Several of them 
will leave Dublin go-morrow for various parts of 
Ireland for the cen of receiving rents. 

Mr. Thomas Mayne, Parnellite member of Par- 
liament for Middie Tipperary, who in the capac- 
ity of Trustee under the “ plan of campaign,” is 
receiving from Wexford County tenants the re- 
duced rents refused by the landlords and their 
agents, has been served with notice by the agent 
of the Brooke's estates that if he makes any 
pther use of the noneys so deposited with him 
than to return them to the tenants the law will 
be applied to him. This threat, if carried out, 
will test the question of the right of tenants to 
permit their intrusted rents to be expended in 
lighting the landlords or the Government in 
prosecutions fur participation in the “plan of 
campaign.” 

United Ireland says that Mr. John Dillon’s line 
of conduct will not be changed by the Govern- 
ment’s sentence ordering him to furnish a bond, 
with two sureties, for his *‘ goud behavior in the 
future.” ‘* Nobody,” says United Ireland, ‘‘ cares 
a rush for Judge O’Brien’s pious opinion con- 
cerning the legality of the plan of campaign.” 

Mr. Dillon has obtained @ cross-summons 
against Inspector Davies for assault. There 
is a:-rumor that the management of 
United TJreland to-day hurriedjy moved 
a portion of the plantfrom the offices of that 
paper. The news of the arrests created the 
greatest exitement in Dublin, but there were no 
disorders, 

‘Mr. Healy has applied to Judge Munroe for 
a 75 per cent. reduction of the rents of 50 
tenants of the Creagh estates in Cork. The 
application is made on the ground that when 
leases fell in 1860 the rents were increased 400 
percent. Judgce Munroe reserved his decision. 

The Government has ordered that strict pre- 
cautions be taken in serving Irish military clubs 
with ammuunition. 


Lonpon, Dec. 17.—Commenting on the 
arrests at Loughrea yesterday the Daily News 
Bays: “We regret that the Irish Nationalists 
meditate open defiance of the law. Weem- 
phatically state that English Liberals can have 
nothing whatever to do with outrage, dishon- 
esty, or resistance to the law. The Government 
will be Griven from one arbitrary act to another. 
Further arrests may be expeeted. Lord Hart- 
ington gave the Ministers the cue at the Union- 
ist couference, and they have taken it. There 
can be only one end to sucha policy, but much 
trouble will precede it.” 

The Morning Post urges the Government to 
follow up the blow at every hazard to tue need- 
ful end. 

The Chronicle says that should such a drastic 
retedy fail it would be reasonable for the Gov- 
erniuent to apply for fresh powers, and such an 
appeal would not be made in vain. 

The Daily Telegraph says that the.strong, reso- 
lute action vf the Government will deserve to 
win the all but unanimous approval of the coun- 
try. 

‘The Times says: “The Government must show 
that they, and not a secret conciave sit- 
ting in Dublin or New-York, are the 
Government of Ireland, and in doing 
so they will be supported by the approval of 
every subject of the Queen who values the law 
as a guarantee of freedom.” 


BELFAST, Dec. 16.—Twenty-one persons’ 
have been sentenced to imprisonment for terms 
varying from three months to seven years for 
participating in the riots here last Summer. 


Cork, Dec. 16.—Moonlighters have raided 
the Kanturk district. They visited 14 houses 
and seized a quantity of arms. 

A meeting of tenants of Cork, Tipperary, and 
Limerick was held to-day at Mitchelstown. 
Messrs. O’Connor and Flynn, members of Par- 
liawent, made addresses. A resolutionin favor 
of the “ plan of campaign” was adopted.

THWARTING BISMARCK’S PLAN. 
THE MILITARY BILL GREATLY MODI- 
FIED BY THE COMMISSION. 
BERLIN, Dec. 16.~To-day’s sitting of the 
commission on the Military bill was an exciting 
one. Herr von Huene, of the Centre, proposed 
to fix the peace effective at 518 infantry battal- 
fons fur three years instead of 534 battalions 
for seyen years, as demanded by the Govern- 
ment. Herr von Huenc added that the Centre 
would assent for one year conditionally to 


any increase the Government wanted. Herr 
Stauffenberg, Liberal, moved to limit the number 
of battalbons to 518; also that for three years 
there be formed 15. additional battalions, and 
that the drawing for recruits occur in January 
instead of in March, pending the introduction of 
asystem of tw-years’ service. Gen. von Shel- 
Jendorf, Minister of War, declared both motions 
unacceptable. He denounced a two-years’ serv- 
ice as injurious to the army, and insisted upon a 
seven-years’ service. The commission, after re- 
fusing several amendments, rejected, by a vote 
of 16 to,12, the clause fixing April 1 as 
the date upon which the proposed increase 
in the army should be effected. After this vote 
the sitting of the commission was suspended at 
the request of several Liberals who desired to 
formulate new proposals. During the recess 
consultations were held with groups of Pro- 
gressists and members of the Centre. On re- 
Bssetubling debate was resumed on Herr von 
Huene’s motion, and the commission finally 
voted in tavor of 450,000 men for three years 
instead of 468,409 for seven years, as proposed 
by the bill. The result was due to a coalition. 
The majority consisted of 5 Progressists, 2 So- 
cialists, 8 Centrists,and 1 Pole, and the minority 
of 4 National Liberals, 6 Conservatives, and 2 
Free Conservatives. 

The commission’s decision embodies the prin- 
eipul part of Herr Stauffenberg’s motion, which 
approves the Government proposal that the 
number of cadres be increased 16 battalions, the 
Increase, however, to be granted for only one

FRANCO-AMERICAN FRIENDSHIP. 

Paris, Dec. 16,—Gen. Pelissier gave a 
banquet last evening to United States Minister 
McLane and the French delegates to the cere- 
mony of the dedication of the statue of Liberty 
Enlightening the World. Gen. Pelissier ex- 
pressed profound emotion over the cordiality of 


the reception accorded the delegates by the peo- 
ple of the United States. Mr. McLane, in his re- 
sponse, said French Huguenots and other 
Frenchmen were established in America be- 
fore English eivilization was planted there, 
and they had left their names to 
places, testifying to the extent and _ per- 
sistence of French influence. Other nations with 
whom the United States were happy to enter- 
tain good relations could not, Mr. McLane said, 
be surprised or offendea at the long historical 
association established by the closest and most 
intimate ties between France and the United 
States. The blood which had been spilled had 
afterward sealed this friendship, which was sus- 
tained by common aspirations toward the same 
political ideal. ‘This friendship,” continued 
the American Minister, *‘rests upon the great 
principle whose beneficent action your illus- 
trious sculptor has symbolized, and will last as 
long as Liberty enlightens the world.”

He 
warned the Republicans that their liberty de- 
pended on their own acts,.and said that the 
Government would carry out its programme of 
reforms despite all threats of revolution. 


BERNE, Dec. 16.—The. National.Council 
in view of the political situation, has decided 
largely to increase the supply of war material. 


Rome, Dec. 16.—The Pope, fearing the 
result of the agitation in favor of the separation 
of Chureh and State, has instructed the French 
Bishops to endeavor to counteract the effect of 
the movement by showing tothe people the evils 
that would follow such separation. 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day Signor 
Ricotti, Minister of War. after reading the mili- 
tary budget, declared that Italy was now 
in a position to mobilize and  victual 
400,000 troops, not counting the reserves. 
The work of providing the troops with 
repeating rifles had already been begun, he said, 
and 1,000,000 of them would bein use by 1888. 
Though at present there was nothing to threaten 
the peace of Italy, said the Minister, it was use- 
less to ignore the warlike indicationsin the East. 
He believed that Italy would be well prepared in 
the event of an outbreak of hostilities.

cities between the Atlantic and the Pacific.

AND DEMORALIZE THE BUSI- 
NESS OF THE COUNTRY. — 

CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW STATES FORCIBLY 
HIS OBJECTIONS TO THE INTER- 
STATE COMMERCE BILL. 

President Chauncey M. Depew, of the 
New-York Central Road, was asked yesterday 
by a Tres reporter for his views on the Inter- 
State Commerce bill, now before Congress for 
action. In answer to the inquiry for his objec- 
tions to the long and short haul clause in the 
bill he said: “It would ruin the extreme West. 
Shipments must come through at a rate that 
will enable them to be moved and to 
find a market at the seaboard. Then 
it very often happens that there is 
competition at certain points which tempo- 
rarily may make the rate on a carload of freight 
very low. If the intermediate tariffs were to be 
fixed on the same basis the whole business 
would have to be done at a loss. Then the road 
would have to choose at once whether it would 
take its local freight at a remunerative rate or 
abandon its through business. It would un- 
doubtedly do the latter. Freight might be 
taken in the West for the purpose of land- 
ing in Liverpool at a rate that the 
railroads could not afford to take for 
business to the seaboard alone. I understand 
that by this compromise measure, whatever 
such an ocean rate might be, it would govern in 
proportion that to the coast. There are times 
in the year when arate thus made would abso- 
lutely stopexport. For example, the price on 
the other side would be such that the regular 
tariff to the seaboard, added to the ocean 
tariff, would make it impossible to land corn, 
wheat, or provisions in London at a price that 
the exporter could afford. Very often there is a 
gorged grain market in Buffalo. The elevators and 
the canalboats are full, the yards are crowded 
with loaded trains, and cars are standing all along 


the tracks. In order to get that grain to New- 
York and to relieve their equipment so as to get 
the cars in use the railroads will carry it at a 
very low rate. If they were compelled to ad- 
just all their shipments along the line to that ex- 
cevtional state of affairs of course they could 
not touch it. Shippers, producers, and consum- 
ers, too, are benefited by suchsbipments and no 
one intermediate is injured. 

“Asarule the railroads do not charge any 
more for a short haul than they do for a long 
one. Itisoniy in cases of emergency. Every 
commercial principle demands this on the belief 
that every oue is benetited and no one is injured. 
Suppose we take a shipment of cattle from 
Texas, or of grain from St. Louis and Kansas 
City, or of flour from 8t. Paul, and the propor- 
tionate rate which the New-York Central 
would receive out of this business were 
only 6 cents a hundred from Buffalo. If all our 
business were to be reduced to the basis of 8 
cents a hundred because of this rate for a far 
western shipment we would be compelled to 
deciine all inter-State commerce that might be 
offered to us for shipment to the seaboard and 
become simply a State ruad. That would be the 
case With all the trunk lines. 

“The prohibition of the pool,” continued Mr. 
Depew, “if rigidly enforced, willlead to the de- 
moralization of the whole business of the coun- 
try. The pool now existing is simply a device 
to secure to the public fixed, stable, and reason- 
able rates alike to every one. The whole philos- 
ophy of railway transportation may be summed 
upinthe axiom of stable rates, and like treat- 
meutto allsimilarly situated, whether individ- 
uals or localities. This result the pool endeay- 
ors to bring about, and though it is by no 
means perfect it is the best scheme that 
has yet been devised for that purpose. Rail- 
road rates ought to be just like standard coin, 
so that every business man can digmiss unknown 
and incalculable fluctuations in rates as a factor 
in his venture. Destroy this understanding be- 
tween the lines which is called a pool to main- 
tain rates and legitimate business becomes im- 
pease One shipper gets 5 cents ‘a hundred 
ess than another the same day on the same line, 
another gets 3,5, or 10 cents a hundred on an- 
other day. With the business of the country run 
on such 4 close margin as it necessarily is with 
the enormous competition such asystem of trans- 
portation would in the end bankrupt every legit- 
imate merchant. It would also destroy railway 
values, and it is to be remembered that railway 
securities have taken the place of Government 
and State bonds as the basis of credit, and large- 
ly of currency also. By that I mean not green- 
backs and circulating notes, but evidences of in- 
debtedness or property that is transferable and 
thus answers the same purpose, 

* There never yet bas been a railroad war that 
has not been followed by a disastrous panic, sus- 
pensions of furnaces and factories, and an indus- 
trial disturbance along the lines which threw 
hundreds of thousands of workers out of employ- 
ment. All the leading railroad men, 1 think, ad- 
mit the principle of governmental supervision, 
and are anxious for it. They would be glad to 
see the whole machinery of the Pool Commission- 
ers and officers wade a bureau of the Govern- 
meut with full power to enforce ayree- 
ments and to punish their violations: As 
a matter of principle there is no half-way 
ground between unlimited an unrestrained com- 
petition and Governmental supervision. Every 
political economist admits that reckless and un- 
restrained competition works such disaster to 
the general public that it ought not to be per- 
mitted. It has been found, on the other hand, 
that where Commissioners acting for the Gov- 
ernment or the States are clothed with discre- 
tionary power to prevent abuses, unjust dis- 
crimination, and unreasonable rates, and act 
as a bureau of information always in session for 
the lawmaking branch of the Government. that 
the railway problem settles itself? and agitation 
on the subject ceases because there is no griev- 
ance left to agitate. In every country where 
they have attempted to run the railroads by 
statute, which is necessarily inflexible, the ex- 
periment has proved a failure. The only criti- 
cism that can be made against the commission 
idea is one which assails either the intelligence 
or the integrity of the Commissioners. Thutis 
equivalent to saying that republican govern- 
ment isa failure. The charge might be made as 
to the officers, judicial or ministerial, who are to 
enforce the statutes, if you are going to run the 
railroads by statute. 

‘In Massachusetts, which gives.us the most 
conspicuous example of State control that we 
have in this country, and where the problem has 
passed beyond the realm of experiment and is 
an established success, the powers of the Com- 
missioners are limited to investigation, recom- 
mendation, and report to the Législature, except 
as to certain obvious powers. No scandal of any 
kind has ever attached to their action, no road 
has ever detied their recommendation, however 
extensive or burdensome it may have been. The 
people are entirely satisfied, the roads are doing 
reasonably well, and the railway probiem in that 
State has entirely disappeared trom politics.” 

“Now, asto the idea of a commission,” Mr. 

Depew continued. “It is based on the ideas of 
the best intormed railroad men in this country 
andin Eurepe. On to_that, by way of compro- 
mise, has been tacked Mr. Reaygan’s bill—not be- 
cause the conferrees approved of its provis- 
ions, but because sag A politicians think the 
name ‘ Reagan’s bill’ is like the trademark of ola 
Dr. Thompson’s sarsaparilla—a panacea to sat- 
isfy his constituents, no matter what the trouble. 
Reagan’s views on the railway question, as em- 
bodied in his bill, are that he wants Reagan’s 
bill, and doesn’t want anybody else’s bill or any 
number of bills; and there has grown up a sort 
of teeling from the iteration and reiteration 
of years that it has been before Congress 
that there must be some elements of good in this 
particular measure which no other measure can 
possibly have, which simply illustrates what an 
energetic and determined man, with some abil- 
ity, who persists in one idea, can accomplish 
with people who are giving their attention toa 
great many other things besides the one which 
he is devot ng his life to.

ONLY A BARE POSSIBILITY OF HIS COUN-

Boodle Alderman McQuade’s chances of 
spending the Christmas holidays in Sing Sing 
were very bright last evening. Lawyer New- 
combe got outof bed late yesterday afternoon 
and hastened down to the District Attorney’s 
office to ask Mr. Martine to postpone the sen- 
tencing of McQuade until Monday. Mr. Martine 
promptly said that he could consent to no post- 
ponement. Mr. Newcombe then returned home 
and went to bed again. With the exception of 
the short time he was down town seeing the Dis- 
trict Attorney he was ill in bed allday. The 
great strain on his nervous system during the 
trial nearly prostrated him. 

When Mr. Newcombe went to the District 
Attorney’s office he was joined by Senator

half an hour before giving up. They put for- 
ward the assertion that the appearance of Vick- 
erman and Nesbitt in the court room had so in- 
fluenced the jury that the Court of Appeals 
would find it sutticient to set aside the verdict. 
They gave Mr. Martine the impression that 
assurance had been given that a stay of proceed- 


ings pending an appeal would be obtained to- 
day without fail. 

At 6:30 o'clock Mr. Newcombe sent out this 
bulletin: “Ihave had no promise or assurance 
of any stay and have made no application for it.

FATE OF A HUSBAND WHO 
BRANDED HIS GIRL-WIFE. 
TEXARKANA, Texas, Dec. 16.—James 
Howard, a white man, was taken from the 
county jail of this (Bowie) county last night at 
midnight and lynched for committing a some- 
what extraordinary offense. Last July Howard, 
who was 35 years old, married Mary Winchew, a 
girl only 13 years of age. It seems from her 
story that he began to abuse her shortly 
after their honeymoon, but she kept the 
matter a profound secret from every one except 
her mother, to whom she recently confided her 
troubles, resulting in a warrant being sworn out 
on Tuesday by the girl’s mother charging 
Howard with brutally maltreating his wife. The 
young wife’s story almost surpasses belief. She 
says that Howard ‘would strip her, and then, 


tying her feet securely together, would hang her 
up on a hook by her feet, and while in this 
posture would beat her unmercifully until the 
rush of blood to her head rendered her uncon- 
scious. This method of maltreating his wife he 
practiced over a dozen times. 

Finally, about the 1st of November he grew 
tired of simply whipping, beating, and kicking 
her, and invented a novel torture. Howard had 
once been engaged in —_— cattle, and hada 
large branding iron with the letter H (bis initial 
and trade mark) cutin the end of it. Without 
communicating his intentions to his wife, he 
tied her to the bed on the night of Nov. 
1, and, heating the iron red hot in the kitchen 
stove, deliberately branded his wife in two 
——. The girl’s mother says the red hot iron 

urned very deep into the delicate flesh of her 
daughter, disfiguring her for life. The branded 
marks are five inches long and nearly four inches 
in width. Howard threatened to kill his wife if 
she told any one about his maltreatment of her. 
The wife was unable to leave her bed after the 
horrible burning, and a few days ago sent for 
her mother and told her story.

A Coroner’s jury 
returned a verdict this evening of death at the 
hands of parties unknown tothejury. Thelynch- 
ing causes more excitement thanany previous 
lynching in the history of Bowie County.

From what he said to a 
friend several weeks ago, however, to the effect 
that he wanted to get two Aldermen convicted 
before bringing the bribe givers to trial, it is in- 
ferred that unless unforeseen contingencies arise 
he will have Jacob Sharp up for trial next. 
Whatever is done there will be no more boodle 
trials before the January term of court, as the 
time left is too short to do anything more than 
get a jury. 

So far as could be learned Mr. Sharp was not 
in town yesterday. He is supposed to have an 
office with his counsel, Robinson, Scribner & 
Bright, but Mr. Brieht said yesterday afternoon 
that he did not know anything about Mr. Sharp, 
and did not know where he bad his office. He 
had nothing whatever to say concerning the 
Broadway matter or the conviction of McQuade. 

It was subsequently learned that Mr. Bright 
had only ashort time before returned from a 
long interview with Mr. Martine, concerning his 
connection with the order dissolving the Lyddy 
injunction and the secret meetitig of the Board of 
Aldermen on Aug. 30,1884. He tried to explain 
how it was that while the order dissolving the 
injunction was obtained at 9 o'clock in the even- 
ing of Aug. 29, 1884, it bore the date of Aug.

Mr. Martine heard Mr. Bright’s explanation, 
but made no comments uponit.

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OHIO’S LIQUOR TAX SUSTAINED, 
CoLUMBUS, Ohio, Dec. 16.—The Supreme 
Court has decided the Dow liquor tax law to be 
constitutional, finding it valid and in no way in 
conflict with the Constitution. The decision 
was rendered by the three Republican Judges, 


Minshall, Spear, and Dickman, and dissented 
from by the two Democratic Judges, Follet and 
Owens. The law taxes each saloon keeper and 
liquor dealer $200, and has alocal option feature 
of which about 100 of the smaller towns have 
taken advantage and closed the saloons within 
their corporations. The tax goes to the county 

oor and general funds, no part of it being paid 
nto the State Treasury or for State purposes. 
Gov. Foraker, in his annual message to the 
Legislature, will recommend that 25 per cent. of 
the receipts from the Dow land tax be paid to 
the State for State purposes. The counties will 
realize from the tux about $2,500,000 a year in 
the aggregate.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 16.—There is a re- 
markable case being treated at the City Hospi- 
tal. Thomas Johnson, a victim of the opium 
habit for 41 years, was received at the hospital 
about two weeks ago, a physical wreck.

so weak he could not stand or speak above a 
whisper, and his whole system was thoroughly 
impregnated with the deadly drug. The physi- 
cians at that place resolved to make an attempt 
to cure him, and, strange to say, it begins to look 
as if their efforts would be crowned with success. 
It would not do to stop giving him the drug all 
at once. and he was given a lesser quantity each 
day. Yesterday it ceased entirely, and the pa- 
tient says he now has no desire forit. When he 
entered the hospital he weighed about 45 
pounds, and was amere skeleton.

CHARGED WITH COUNTERFEITING. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Dec. 16.—At the term 
ofthe Sullivan County Circuit, held at Monti- 
cello this week, Justice Peckham presiding, 
Joseph Steele, of the town of Rockland, was 
brought to trial on the charge of fergery, in 
making and attempting to pass counterfeit’ dol- 
lars. Three of the bogus coins were found on his 
person when arrested. Molds for making the 
coin and some of the base metal used were pro- 
duced in court, but the prosecution failed to 
show that these materials were ever in the pris- 
oner’s possession. Under instruction of the 
Judge, therefore, the jury acquitted the defend- 
ant.

THE J. Mi WHITE DISASTER. 


THE LIVES LOST REDUCED TO 
TWENTY-FIVE. 

New-Or.eans, Dec. 16.—Mr. and Mrs. J. 
E. Carew, of Ottawa, ‘Ill., who were reported to 
have been lost on board the steamer J. M. 
White, arrived in this city last night and regis- 
tered at the City Hotel. Both are badly fright- 
ened, and Mr. Carew’s left arm is sprained. The 
number of the lost continues to diminish, as the 
missing negroes come in one after another. 


Twenty-five will cover all those known to be 
drowned or burned. 

Piersen, the Norwegian sailor, who, with the 
aid of Robetta, the colored man, rescued so many 
ot the passengers with a skiff, gives a graphic 
account of the last moments of Daily, the Ne- 
braska farmer, who had the big ox in charge. 
Piersen says that he saw Daily on the boat when 
he returned to make his second rescuing trip. 
He ealled out to him tojump overboard and he 
would save him. Daily was at the time endeav- 
oring to push the ox overboard, but could not 
accomplish that object unaided, and ail were 
busy taking care of themselves and would ren- 
der him no assistance. Pierseu bade him leave 
the animal to its fate and save himself, but 
Daily said he would stay there and if the animal 
— he would perish with it. When Piersen 

ast saw Daily the flames were fast approaching 
him, and he reluctantly turned away to save 
others. Daily was burned to death. 

The terrible loss of life is accounted for by the 
fact that the burning boat was lying in an eddy, 
and those of the people who succeeded in grasp- 
ing anything of « nature sufiiciently buoyant to 
sustain their weight were whirled round and 
round the boat in such close proximity to the 
flames that either the object which they had hold 
of or themselves took fire, and many were either 
drowned or burned to death. Frank Barnes, one 
of the rescued deck hands, a white man, adds his 
statement to that of many others of the heroic 
conduct of Piersen the sailor. He says by Pier- 
sen’s efforts more lives were saved than by all 
others. He says he saw Piersen several times 
when he thought it impossible for him to escape 
with his life. Never for once did he lose his 
presence of mind. 

Barnes states that many of the cabin passen- 
gers who jumped overboard had lite floata on, 
but lost their lives by the eddy drifting them 
among the burning cotton in the river. In reply 
to a question as to how the fire started he said: 
“Tam satisfied that it was caused by the care- 
lessness of deck passengers smoking near the 
cotton.” The body of Berry Williams, pantry- 
man, has been recovered. The charred re- 
— of two white men were found in the hulk 
to-day. 


ARREST OF A MURDERER. 


HE KILLS HIS PAL IN NEW-YORK AND 
TELLS OF IT IN CHICAGO. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 16.—Early this morning 4 
well dressed young man, with short hair and 
small, dark mustache, stepped into Pinkerton’s 
agency, and, after some conversation, admitted 
that he was a professional “ night worker’ and 
burglar who had left New-York two days ago. 
He said that he had killed a thief named Walker 
on Nov. 6 last, at the saloon of a man named 
Nichols, No. 139 Hester-street, near the Bowery. 
He gave his name as Henry Martin. Mr. Pinker- 


ton promptly placed him under arrest and com- 
uunicated with Inspector Byrnes, of New-York, 
by telegraph. Inspector Byrnes wired back that 
the man’s real name was Henry Lestrange and 
that he was wanted for the Walker murder. Les- 
trange will be held at Pinkerton’s oftice until 
the arrival of an officer from New-York. He 
claims that the killing of Walker was justifiable, 
and appears to be recovering from the effects of 
&@ spree, 
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William Walker and Henry Lestrange went 
into Thomas Nichols’s saloon, at No. 139 Hester- 
street, at 5 o’clock in the aftornoon of Nov. 6 to 


meet some friends. While there they had some 
words over the division of some silverware and 

ewelry that they had stolen from a housein 

rooklyn, a few days before, Lestrange ended 
the quarrel by burying his face in his hands on 
the bar. Walker paced up and down the room. 
When his back was turned, Lestrange looked up 
quickly, and drawing a large revolver shot him 
in the abdomen. 

“Tommy” Kelly and a man named Keboe took 
Walker to the Chambers-Street Hospital and 
then ran away. The operation of laparotomy 
was performed on Walker, but he died the next 
day. Lestrange hid himself in the city and 
escaped arrest. He recently. served a five-year 
term in Sing Sing for killing a Deputy Sheriff at 
Dobbs Ferry. He wasa partner of ‘“Clarky” 
Carpenter, a noted criminal. When not engaged 
with Walker in midnight expeditions he spent 
most of his time asa supernumerary at the Bow- 
ery Theatre.

LOUISIANA PLANTERS AND MERCHANT? 
BECOMING ALARMED. 


JACKSON, La., Dec. 16.—For the [ast 
month the citizens of this section have been 
much excited and alarmed at a number of mem, 
black and white, who have been going through 
the county, visiting almost every plantation, 
and inducing the colored farm laborers to leave 
the plantation, and in may cases to the 
great loss of the planters and merchants whe 
have advanced supplies and stock to them. ‘The la- 
boris principally going to the Yazoo cotton lands, 
which the railroad is selling on easy terms. The 
short crop on the hill lands is being used by the 
agents as an argument in favor of the more fer- 
tile lands of the valley. The planters, merchants, 
and land owners of this section have had several 
informal meetings to consider the matter. ‘To- 
day a mestivg was held at Edwards and the fol- 
lowing resolutious unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That in view of the fact of numerots 
emigrant agents being here using undue influence Se 
discourage and carry away the laborof this cou» 
munity, we the citizens of Edwards, in mass meeta 
ing assembled, do hereby give notice to all such 
agents to desist from their trafic forthwith and 
leave this community. 

Resolved, Further, that a committee of 15 be ap- 
pointed by this meeting whose duty it shall be te 
Waitin a becoming manner on all such agents whe 
reiuse or hegiect to comply with our modest but 
earnest demands. 

The committee was appointed, and consists of 
a number of the most prominent citizens of this 
section. This exodus is not entirely regarded as 
acalamity. Inan address to the State Grange 
to-day Gen. Stephen D. Lee cited the fact that 
10,000 negroes had left the hill country for the 
Yazoo delta, and the result would be the neces- 
sity of white men toabandon cotton and pay 
more attention to diversitied crops. The movin 
of the negroes into the swamps leaves the 
country open to Northern immigrants.

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AN APOLOGY BY MR. 


HE TAKES BACK THE SHARP 
THINGS HE SAID. 

HIS CHARGES ABOUT THE RAILROAD AT- 
TORNEY BILL NEVERTHELESS TRUE 
—THE TARIFF BILL’S PROSPECTS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Mr. Beck’s Rail- 
gay Attorney bill was pushed aside in the Sen- 
ate to-day by Mr. Hoar’s bill to repeal the tenure 
of office sections of the Revised Statutes, but 

Mr. Beck got a chance to take back some of the 

things he said yesterday, and he did so with 

apologies which struck some of his hearers as 
being quite as profuse as the occasion demanded. 

Mr. Beck was undeniably sharp in the com- 

ments he made yesterday upon the conduct 

of Messrs. Pugh, Mitchell of Oregon, Evarts, 

Edmunds, and Hoar in their treatment of 

the Attorney bill, but as everybody knew 

that every statement he made was borne out by 
the fact. Mr. Beck's friends were not prepared 
to hear quite so abject a retraction as he made 
to-day, evidently in compliance with the sug- 
gestions of the Senators who had felt the sting 
of his assertions. The Kentucky Senator de- 
clared to-day with tears in his voice that he 
would as soon think of speaking ill of members 
of his own family as to impute a lack of good 
faith to any member of the Senate, and he 
excused his reflections of yesterday as hav- 
ing been made in the heat and hurry 


of debate. He was especially careful to with- 
draw all that he had said displeasing to Mr, 
Pugh, and the latter accepted the apologies, he 
said, with pleasure because it relieved him from 
avery painful neeessity. What that necessity 
was Mr. Pugh left to the imagination of his col- 
leagues. 

The charges of bad faith made by Mr. Beck 
did not at the time seem to be due to the hurry 
of a running debate, and the discovery 
that such was the tact. would probably never 
have been made if Mr. Beck himself had 
not pointed it out. During his remarks 
Mr. Beck declared that the amended bill brought 
in by the Judiciary Committee was a burlesque 
on legislation, and intended to be so by the 
Chairman and leading members of the commit- 
tee. “If they desire to contradict my assump- 
tion of their purpose,” said he, * I wish to give 
them an opportunity, and if that is their purpose 
then I insist before the Senate that the commit 
tee has come short of its duty to this body in 
substituting a bill which they intend to be a bur- 
lesque in view of the efforts they made 
to have the vote of the Senate recon- 
sidered and this bill referred to them for 
eareful consideration.” In speaking of the past 
action of some members of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee upon the bill, Mr. Beck pointed out that 
Mr. Pugh had called the measure hasty, incon- 
siderate, and mischievous legislation, and had 
then joined his colleagues in recommending the 
passage of the bill with amendments that went 
very much further. Mr, Pugh’s reply was an 
acknowledgment that he was opposed to the 
bill, although he had signed the committee's re- 
port. Mr. Beck promptly remarked that this an- 
swer verified, so far as one committeeman was 
concerned, his statemeut that the amendment 
was not offered in good faith. Mr. Pugh ex- 
pressed his inability to feel that the Senator 
would say that he acted or intended to actin 
bad faith. 

“I donot know what other gentlemen con- 
sider bad faith,” Mr. Beck retorted, ‘‘ but I give 
my opinion as to a report made and submitted 
to the Senate for its passage, to which the gentle- 
meu who submitted the report are themselves 
opposed.” 

Concerning Mr. Evarts, Mr. Beck said: “I be- 
lieve that he, too, as the Senator from Alabama 
has said, reported his substitute not intending 
to support it soaste make it the law of the 
land, but to use it as a method of killing a bill 
which the committee had not the courage to 
vote down directly and assert before the country 
that they were opposed to. Thatis my opinion 
for what it is worth.” 

Mr. Mitchell did not take a handin the debate 
until Mr. Beck had said: ‘I deny that any at- 
torney of these roads {land grant and subsidized) 
has a right to sit here with the money of those 
corporations in his pocket, employed, no matter 
upon what pretense, and vote upon these great 
questions.” Mr. Beck quoted Mr. Mitchell's 
amendment to his bill, and drew from him the 
statement that he disbelieved wholly in the pow- 
er of Congress to pass such a bill. “ Then,” said 
Mr. Beck, “the answer is that the amendment 
of the Senator from Oregon was offered in 
bad faith and for the purpose of making the 
measure odious and defeating it. The Senator 
from Oregon comesin the same category with 
the distinguished Senators who represent the 
Judiciary Committee. In my opinion in regard 
to their action, not one of them wants to pass 
the bill.” Mr. Beck appealed for a vote upon 
the billas he presented it. “I do not want,” 
said he, “ to haveit killed by indirection nor to 
have it thrown out of this body by any subter- 
fuge or substitute, which the men who offer it 
avow, aS I velieve they all will, that they are 
themselves opposed to.” 

Those who are familiar with the Rentneky 
Senator’s persistent and sturdy opposition to all 
shams in the Senate are at @ Joss to understand 
why he should have felt it necessary to retract 
anything he said in regard to the very trans- 
parent subterfuge by which _ Judiciary Com- 
mittee proposes to strangle the Railroad At 
torney bill.

Major McKinley, of Ohio. expresses about the 
feeling of the Republicans of the House when 
he says that he shall be greatiy disappointed if 


on the vote to consider the Tariff bill the Demo- 
crats gain any Republican votes. If all of the 
Democrats were of the same stamp as Mr, Stahl- 
necker, of New-York, Col. Morrison and Speaker 
Carlisle would have reason to say that they 
would be disappointed if they gained any Demo- 
cratic votes. Mr. Stahlnecker, differiug in opin- 
ion from the President and Secretary Mann ng. 
who urge immediate treatment of the tariff 
question, says that he will probably vote as

who undoubtedly desires te keep safe ground 
lest he shall offend constituents who may ask 
him to take a seat jn the Senate, be- 
lieves that the motion to consider will carry, 
and that the question will come up for consid- 
pration.

The Secretary first turned thé 
Washington yard over to the Bureau of Ord- 
nanos, and now the Boston yard is given to the 
Equigment Bureau. It is Delieved that his next 
step will be to make the New-York yard a gen- 
eral supply depot and immediately after to 
give up one of the yards to construction 
and repair and steam eéngineering in 
common. Tho selection of the Boston yard for 
equipment purposes is considered a good one, 
All the work zow done under that bureau will 
be transferred to the new factory. The chain 
galley, sail, and anchor shops now in the yard 
here will be removed and re-established in Bos- 
ton. The rope walk has been iti the Boston yard 
for several years. In manufacturing equipment 
supplies it is not the intention of the department 
to use any of the old material now on hand, that 
being considered false economy, but new mate- 
rial will be purchased in the general market, and 
in this way the money appropriated for the pur- 
pose will at once find its way back into the 
pockets of the people.

“The bill is the result of long 
and careful study,” said Mr. Hewitt, in explana- 
tion of the measure to-day. “It is not a hastily 
conceived plan. Its purpose is first to provide 
an outlet for the accumulating surplus in the 
Treasury, if the revenues of the Government are 
not reduced. It is the part of statesmen, I think, 
when there is as now so much division and un- 
certainty, to provide against the contingency of 
the failure of legislation. If the revenues are 
not reduced, the surplus will continue to pile up 
in the Treasury. To correct this the bill author- 
izes the Secretary to use this surplus to prepay 
the interest on the Government bonds in excess 
of 3 per cent., reducing the interest of all the 
bonds to 3 per cent. Itis a mere business 
proposition. If a business house has 
out interest-bearing securities and wants to 
pay off all the interest at once, they arrange 
with their creditors for a discount. Now I want 
to apply the same business principles to the Gov- 
ernment. By paying at once the Government 
will make the interest on the interest computed 
at 3 per cent. The hg ayhe will be relieved 
just this much, and the interest on the public 
debt will be reduced to 3 percent. The fact that 
the interest above this amount has been paid 
will be stamped across the face of the bonds, or 
if there are coupons, they shall be cut off and 
coupons of the lower rate substituted, 

* Now, a8 a second proposition, these bonds 
may be deposited in the Treasury to secure na- 
tional bank circulation. The banks can buy 
these bonds in the market to replace the 3 per 
cents that have been called. Their interest 
being reduced, they will not command such a 
premium as they now do. Itis probable that, 3 
per cents having 10 years to run, would com- 
mand a small premium. To overcome this, I 
propose to allow the national banks to issue to 
par upon these bonds. This, I think, will about 
make up the difference of the premium. Now, it 
may very properly be asked: ‘Suppose the 


bondholders refuse to accept the prepay- 
ment of the interest.’ This is provided 
against in the bill by the _ provision 


that the Secretary of the Treasury deposit the 
surplus in banks be apy sry 3 of an equal 
amount of the bonded or other indebtednéss. I 
think it will be found that the bill meets all the 
requirements of the case. It will prevent the 
contraction of the currency and put the surplus 
into circulation among the people. The Dill is 
intended as an expedientif the revenues of the 
Goverment are not reduced. It would not be of 
so much value if the tariff were reduced, but it 
would even then be serviceable.” 


The proposition to elect a committee of 100 
citizens of the District to tell Congress what 
legislation should be adopted for the District 
meets with opposition even here, and provokes 


a citizen to write to the Critica number of ob- 
ections to the proposed committee. He objects 
ecause the committee will be run by a half 
dozen men outside of the law and not recognized 
by anybody, and he characterizes if in this 
fashion: “It is a coalitiun. Every special 
interest seeking Congressional legislation 
or District favors is a party to it. 
Among its members are representatives of 
the Kidwell Flats, the horse car and the cable 
traction roads, the Baltimore and Ohio and 
Baitimore and Potomac Railroad Companies, 
every land syndicate, the Massachusetts-avenue 
extension, and the public school Superintendent 
struggle of the ‘outs.’ These interests may or 
may not be worthy, but when they pool their 
issues and efforts let the people and Congress 
beware.” The writer forgets the men who are 
trying to get Congress to go into the show biisi- 
ness and to spend money to provide a perpetual 
exhibition as an additional attraction to visitors. 


Mr. Thomas 8. Tice, who was to-day nominated 
to be an assistant appraiser at New-York, in 
place of Mr. Hay, whe resigned some time ago, 
is a Breoklyn man, a jeweler, and is said to be a 
respectable man of business. He was warmly 
commended to the attention and favorable con- 
sideration of Secretary Manning by such pro- 
gressive Demecrats of the City of Churches as 
Mr. Hugh McLaughlin, ex-Senator Murtha, and 
Mr. St. Clair McKelway. He was also recom- 
mended by several New-York Democrats whose 
names are not given.

WABASHS NEW RECEIVER 


JUDGE THOMAS M. OOOLEY, OF 
MICHIGAN, THE MAN. 

THE OUSTED RECEIVERS BEG FOR TIME 
—THE REQUEST DENIED AND: THEY 
WILL STEP DOWN ALMOST AT ONCE. 

Cnicaco, Dec. 16.—Judge Thomas M. 

Cooley, of Ann Arbor, Mich., was to-day ap- 

pointed Receiver for the Chicago division of the 

Wabash Railway by Judge Gresham. Gen. 

Swayne, who appeared for the Purchasing Com- 

mittee, first asked the privilege of making 

a few suggestions. He said the committee 

hoped that no part of the property would 

suffer damage by the action which the 
court was about to take. He assured the court 
that the committee ‘‘ wished to co-operate in 
good faith to the end that the court might be re- 
lieved as far as possible from any complication.” 

Counsel eXpressed a hope that the court 

would allow the old Receivers reasonable 

time before placing the Receiver in possession. 

“In the first place,” said Gen. Swayne, “it has 

seemed desirable for the well-being of the prop- 

erty that before the new Receivers actually take 
possession there be some scope of opportunity 
left the persons now in charge of the settlement 


of certain questions. It is desirable to know just 
what property the new Receiver or Receivers 
shall take possession of.” 

Alluding to the fact that the Mississippi River 
is the terminus of the Chicago division, counsel 
pointed out the propriety of making some ar- 
rangement by which the new Receiver should 
not be obliged to debouche passengers on the 
east side of the river, but might carry them to 
St. Louis by some arrangement with the Union 
Depot Company and the Bridge Company. ‘ Per- 
haps,” said Gen. Swayne, “it is necessary to say 
what rolling stock the new Receiver may take 
possession of. The exact and specific authority 
should be determined both for the convenience 
of a new Receiver and the protection of the 
old,” 

Gen. Swayne said the present Receivers 
would naturally ask authority to apply tothe 
Circuit Courts, East and West, for an order dis- 
charging them from their responsibilities and 
sanctioning their action in turning over the 
property in question. All this would require 
time. “ Besides,’’ he continued, “ it of course fol- 
lows thatthe question of jurisdiction will re- 

uire to be passed upon by the Supreme Court of 
the United States and the new Receiver may de- 
sire to organize his staff with a view to the pos- 
sible duration of his authority.” 

Counsel alluded to the expression by Judge 
Gresham of a hope that some fair agreement 
might be reached, ‘“‘That expression from the 
court elicits the cordial good will and has had 
the earnest co-operation of my clients. They 
desire to avoid difficulties and reach a satisfac- 
tory basis of settlement.” The bill before 
the court provided for the foreclosure 
of two mortgages, one that of 1867 on 
the line from Toledo to the vicinity of 
the Mississippi; the second mortgage included ‘all 
that property and the 8t. Louis division. There 
were still to be considered the Chicago and De- 
troit divisions, which were not included in the 
mortgages. Counsel said he was prepared to 
say that as regards bondholders of the 
Chicago division the Purchasing Commit- 
tee ad reached a conclusion with them. 





The bondholders expressed satisfaction 
with the adjustment P ae sae and the 
committee was prepared to put the agree- 


mentinco execution with the sanction of the 
court. Counsel could say the same thing re- 
garding the Detroit division, including the road 
to Logansport. Concerning the property covered 
by it, the mortgage of 1879 not covered by that 
of 1867, they would submit a proposition and 
a motion for an order that upon the Lyte ney by 
them of a certain amount they would undertake 
to pay all the Receiver’s obligations asfar asthe 
are due; alsoto pay those not yet matured. 
They would also pay all interest indebtedness 
on the property not covered by the mortgage of 
1867. They would also stipulate to pay all in- 
terest upon any mortgage upon the Chicago and 
Decatur lines and all other claims which were 
liens upon them. The Purchasing Committee 
had about $2,500,000 which they would expend 
in the liquidation of the interest claims. 

Henry Crawford replied to Gen. Swayne. He 
said the parties in interest whom he represented 
were present, asking the court to appoint some 
fit person to take possession, thereby displacing 
those who had been declared untit for this trust, 
He thought the new Receiver should enter upon 
his duties by January, 1887, as the beginning 
of the next month is the beginning of a new year. 
Mr. Crawford took sharp issue with the proposi- 
tion made by counsel for the Purchasing Com- 
mittee in stating that the property should not 
be dismembered, and the $2,500,000 held by the 
committee be used as @ menace on the property 
under the new Receiver. The Purchasing Com- 
mittees have noright to this property. They 
cannot own, operate, or take it into custody. 

Julian Davis, representing the tirst and second 
mortgage bondholders, narrated the history of 
the system. The particular wrong which this 
scheme of the Purchasing Committee would 
work was that the Eastern Division would be 
broken up. It would not comply with the decree 
entered at St. Louis, by which it was declared the 
duty of the Purchasing Committee to pay off all 
the Receivers’ obligations, He suggested that 
the whole matter be turned over to the new Re- 
ceivers. 

Gen. Swayne explained that 60 days was a 
mere suggestion, which could be changed at any 
time. 

The discussion would have peperentyy gone on 
eine if Judge Gresham had not broken in 
upon it. 

The court held that the present Receivers 
should not be continued. The new Receiver is 
not expected to have disagreements. He should 
be of an accommodating disposition—some one 
big enough and broad enough to properly attend 
to the property. 

‘Have you agreed upon a man?” asked the 
court. 

Gen. Swayne said he had not expected to be 
consulted. 

“TY don’t think that is quite the proper thing 
for you to say,” replied the court. 

Judge Gresham continued: “ Names have been 
suggested, but so far every ove has been ob- 
jected to, and I don’t think the court can afford 
to appoint any one 80 far suggested. I appoint 
as the best man for the place that I know of, 
Judgé Cooley, of Michigan, for Receiver.” 

Every one rose to go, and in the confusion 
the court remarked, in response to a question, 
that the order was not Written on the basis of an 
instantaneous charge. 

Thomas M. Cooley is a member of the Supreme 
Court of Michigan. He was born at Attica, 
N. Y., Jan. 6, 1824, and removed to Michigan in 
1843. Two years later he entered upon the 
profession of law, and has attained the fore- 
most rank. 

In 1850 he became Professor of Law in the 
University of Michigan. He was elected Justice 
of the Supreme Court of that State in 1864, and 
became Chief-Justiee by succession in 1867. He 
was returned to the bench for three terms, His 
interpretation of constitutional law and general 
questions have always been considered author- 
ities in their several ways. 


HARRIS WOULD NOT SPEAK. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 16.—Attorney-Gen- 
eral Cassidy to-day began hearing testimony in 
the equity suit instituted by him against the 
anthracite combination. The Attorney-General 
was assisted by J. Howard Gendell, while among 
the other attorneys were Wayne MacVeagh and 
Jobn Scott, representing the Pennsylvania Rail- 
toad Company; Samuel Dickson, George F. 
Kaercher, and Rivbard LL. Ashhurst for 
the Receivers of the Reading Railroad; 
Francis I. Gowen and Thomas Hart, Jr., for the 
Reading Railroad Company; M. E. Olmsted for 
the Lehigh Cval and Navigation Cumpany; 
Effingham B. Morris tor the Lehigh Valley Rail- 
road; 8. P. Wolverton for the Lehigh Valley 
Coal Company, aud John G. Johnson, repre- 
senting several companies. The first wit- 
ness was Joseph H. Harris, President of 
the Lehigh Coal and Navigation Company, 
but under instructions of counsel he de- 
clined to answer any questions that were 
put to him. Finding that Mr. Harris would 
not talk subpoenas were sent out for George B. 
Roberts, President of the Pennsylvania Railway 
Company; Vice-President Thomson, and General 
Freight Agent Wilson. President Reberts came 
into the room, but it was finally concluded not 
to ask him any questions; and the hearing, so 
far as the Pennsylvania officials were concerned, 
was postponed until Saturday. Then the names 
of several more witnesses were read, and their 
counsel was notified to have them all present at 
Harrisburg next Tuesday.

WESTERN INTERESTS DEBATED. 
THE INTERS-TATE COMMERCE BILL RE- 
CEIVES ATTENTION, 

Des Mornss, Iowa, Dec. 16.—The Raii- 
way Commissioners reassembled this forenoon. 
The Committee on Uniform Report Blanks rec- 
ommended an adjourned meeting of the Com- 





missioners to be held in April or May 
next, and that if the Inter-State Com- 
merce bill passes, the Commissioners 


thereunder calla similar meeting of all the State 
Commissioners. The report was adopted, and 
Alexander Gregg, of Dakota; Judge McDell, of 


Iowa; Judge Felker, of Colorado; Judge Hum- 
phreys, of Kansas; B. R. Cowdery, of Nebraska; 
G. L. Becker, of Minnesota, and James Harding, 
of Missouri, were chosen a committee to carry 
out the resolution. 

The Committee on Inter-state Commerce re- 
orted, deprecating the political struggle that 
orced the friends of the Cullom bill to accept 

the Reagan features opposing any pro-rating of 
mileage earnings, as detrimental to Western in- 
terests. This was adopted, 

Pool Commissioner Midgely read a long paper 
in defense of railway pooling, for which hé was 
formally thanked, and which was ordered to be 
printed in the proceedings. 

At the afternoon session Commissioner Coffin 
introduced a resolution, the purport of which 
was that the expected Federal Commissioners 
should have power to suspend any feature of the 
new law that should in practice be found hurtful 
to railway or commercial interests. 

Judge Mason, of Nebraska, rose and roundly 
opposed the resolution. Under such a per- 
mission, he said, the Federal Commission- 


ers could sustain pooling. At Lincoln, in 
his State, nobody can engage in whole- 
saling because of the pool. Dealers 


at Lincoln had besought the Missouri Pacific 


to aid them, and had been assured that 
if they would buy at St. Louis on 
“delivered bills” that company would 


give them living rates, When they offered 
to buy at St. Louis, the jovbers of that city de- 
clared that they could do nothing, as Omaha and 
St. Joseph men were combined to boycott them 
for dealing with Lincoln. The pool was the 
last resort of men of rapacious mind to 
preserve themselves after nearly scratching 
each others’ eyes out. Corporations should have 
the same motive to do right and the same bar- 
riers from evil ways as private citizens. The 
pool was responsible for the election of a Demo- 
cratic Congressman in Nebraska, and was en- 
dangering the Republican Party in Nebraska and 
elsewhere. 

Commissioner Coffin in reply merely said that 
any 1 a at mileage distribution of earnings 
would fail, and he believed in comparatively 
little regulation. 

Judge McDill, of Towa, administered soothing 
syrup to the convention, which laid the resolu- 
tion on the table, and after the usual courtesies 
adjourned.

UNION PACIFIC REPORT. 

President Adams, of the Union Pacific 
Railway Company,in a report to his Board of 
Directors, covering the operations of the system 
for the nine months of the current year up 
to Sept. 30, shows that the income, less expenses 
and taxes, aggregated $6,145,241 30, against 
$6,454,107 from the same period of 1885. The in- 


come for investments outside of the system, pro- 
ceeds of land sales, protits on investments, pre- 
miums, the settlement of the old contract with 
the Pacific ae Company, and receipts from 
the Trustees of the Kansas Pacific consolidated 
mortgage brought the total income upto $8,118,- 
020 34, against $7,060,910 98 far the first nine 
months of last year. Expenditures, including 
interest on bonds, discount and interest, sinking 
fund requirements, interest on bonds of operated 
lines, land taxes, losses on operating the Leav- 
enworth, Topeka and Southwestern Railroad, 
&e., aggregated $5,429,092 89, the same items 
last year amounting for the same period to 
$5,797,836 52, 

The figures show for the nine months of 1886 
a = of $2,688,927 45, while for the nine 
months of 1885 the surplus was only $1,263,- 
074 46. The Government requirements for the 
nine months of 1886 tovk $500,000; for the nine 
months of 1885 $786,889 11 was required. 
Thus there is shown a balance from Jan. 1 to 
Sept. 30 this year in the company’s favor of 
$2,188,927 45, while the January-September 
balance last year was only $476,185 35. All re- 
quirements of the United States for the year 
1885 have been met, a part having been paid 
under protest and with a reservation of legal 
rights. The sinking fund of the company has 
increased during the nine months to $6,637,- 
994 40, against $631,960 67. 

On Jan. 1, 1886, the company’s net floating 
debt aggregated $1,861,445 40, while on Sept. 
30 last progress had been made to a point where, 
instead of a net floating debt item, there is on 
the other side of the account a balance of $2,772,- 
904 36 in the company’s favor.

A CONSOLIDATION EFFECTED. 

Troy, N. Y., Dec. 16.—For a long time 
past the Fitchburg Railroad Company has been 
anxious to secure the control, either by pur- 
chase, lease, or consolidation, of the Troy and 
Boston Railroad property. The desire has al- 
most been accomplished on several occasions, 
but from some cause or other negotiations fell 


through. Now it can be stated on the authority 
of a gentleman who should know whereof he 
speaks that the Troy and Boston Railroad will 
soon be a thing of the past, s0 far as an inde- 
pendent corporation is concerned: 

For the past few weeks the Directors of the 
Troy and Boston Company have been in con- 
sultation daily, and matters have how assumed 
such shape that it is said that the Troy and Bos- 
ton will s00n pass into the control of the Fitch- 
burg Company. The Troy and Boston Com- 
pany Directors a few days ago adopted a reso- 
ution directing that the proposition to con- 
sulidate with the Fitchpurg be submitted to the 
stockholders. This resolution is now being car- 
ried into effect, and a majority of the answers 
thus far received are said to be favorable to 
consolidation. The Fitchburg Company will, it 
is said, double track the Troy and Boston. Itis 
also reported that the Boston, Hoosac Tunnel 
and Western Railroad will pass into the hands 
of the Fitchburg people. 


CANADIAN ROADS QUARRELING. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 16.—A committee of the 
Passenger Department of the Central Traffic 
Association, having in charge the subject of the 
controversy between the Canadian Pacifie and 
Grand Trunk regarding the cutting of] west- 


bound rates from Canadian points by the former, 
reported to the Passenger Department at a 
méeting of the latter to-day. It recommended 
that such concessions be made to the Grand 
Trunk as Will enable it to compete with the Ca- 
nadian Pacific on even terms, and suggest- 
ed a joint conference with the committee 
of the Northwestern roads appointed for 
the same purpose yesterday. The North- 
western Committee reported that it had 
resolved to enter into no special agreement 
with the Eastern lines, and that they would con- 
tinue their past policy with connecting lines, 
namely, to treat all connections alike, as their 
interests could only be subserved by demanding 
full proportions of tariff rates from Chicago and 
other junction points. 

This prevented any agreement tending to re- 
lieve the Grand Trunk, but, after much urging, 
the representatives of the Canadian Pucitio 
agreed to maintain tariff rates between Canadian 
points and Chicago, declining, however, to make 
any concessions as regards through rates to the 
beac coast, so far as direct business was con- 
cerned. 


NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

Railroad earnings for the second week of 
December began to arrive in Wall-street yester- 
day. These figures were reeeived: Denver and 
Rio Grande, $143,000, an increase of $29,153;

THE RECEIVERS OF THE GUARDIAN SAY- 

INGS INSTITUTION AGAIN BROUGHT 
TO PUBLIC ATTENTION. 

Ever since Tweed and his associates fell, 
in November, 1871, the Guardian Savings Insti- 
tution, which was a pet creature of theirs and 
went down with them, has been bobbing up at 
uncanny places and times to bother those who 
have tried to disentangle its affairs. 

It took $35,000 out of Tweed and ‘his family 
at the failure. The other Trustees contributed 
enough more cash to make immediately avail- 
able $80,000, reducing its liabilities from 
$560,000 to $480,000, while the failure was still 
discussed as news. Walter Roche, who was the 
bank’s Vice-President and had _ gathered 
large possessions In real eastate and other 
property, turned over $400,000 worth of 
real estate to be sold for the benefit of 
depositors, on condition that their claims be 
assigned to him. As the nominal assets were 
$545,000, or about $65,000 in excess of the re-

THEY DON’T KNOW WHISKY 
WHEN THEY SEE IT. 
BOME VERY REMARKABLE TESTIMONY 
GIVEN AT THE TRIAL OF THE IN- 

DICTED HOTEL KEEPER. 


There has never been a trial at Patchogue 
watched more closely or in which more interest 
was centred than in that of Robert Bartlett. 
His is the first of the excise cases taken up since 
the prohibition demonstration. Bartlett is a 
young man with plenty of friends in the town, 
and his saloon had been a popular resort. 

The three other arrested hotel keepers were 
on hand to see the result and find out what the 
outlook was for them. It was felt that if a jury 
acquitted Bartlett the proceedings against the 
others would be stopped. The temperance, or 
rather the prohibition, people were just as anx- 
lous to succeed, for they thought thatif no con- 
viction resulted in the present trial it would be 
impossible to prohibit the sale of liquorin the 
town. 

Justice Charles Riley Smith’s court room was 
packed to suffocation when the trial began. All 
of Wednesday afternoon and most ot Thursday 
night was devoted to obtaining a jury. The ex- 
amination of witnesses began yesterday. The 
jurymen, sixin number, satinarow ona hard 
wooden bench, with their backs against the wall. 
It was a typical south side jury, and it had been 
most difficult to getit. All the alleys and side 
streets had been scoured by an officer with a 
“venire.” Most of the jurors had opinions, and 


strong ones, and the greater numbér of them 
were against the Prohibitionists. 

Charles Mott, Jr., thought he could give a just 
verdict, although hé was to be assessed for funds 
to carry on the prosecution. He did not suit the 
liquor men. Capt. Miller was asked if he had 
any bias against the liquor business, “I couldn’t 
call it a first-class business,” he said. ‘I had 
rather sail a boat.” W. Shaw said he was déaf 
sometimes and sometimes not. As it happened 
to be a day in which he was in good hearing con- 
dition he was accepted. 

“Have you been directly or indirectly inter- 
ested in the retailing of liquors?’ was asked of 
J.B. Fuller. 

“T don’t know what you mean,” he said. “If 
I want a drink I take it.” 

The six men finally selected were R. Keller, 
W. Shaw, E. Clemence, Henry Train, Edward 
Munsell, and N, Sharp. 

The unwilling witnesses who had been scooped 
in by the drag netof the Law and Order Associa- 
tion were packed together like sardines when H. 
W. Mason Jones opened the case for the people. 
He told the jury how the law had been broken in 
regard to the sale of liquor between May 4 and 
Dec. 1 by the defendant. 

Edwin Bailey, a lumber dealer, who is a Super- 
visor, ex-Assemblyman from Suffolk County, and 
President of the Patchogue Fire Department, 
was the first witness. He was of the unwilling 
sort. He had purchased drink in the saloon. 
He had called for something to drink and then 
put money on the counter after drinking. He 
did not know whether he had paid for the driuks 
or not. He had thrown downa dollar and picked 
up change, but had not countedif. He didn’t 
know whether he had received less money in 
change than he had thrown down. Of his own 
knowledge he knew no liquor, but could recog- 
nize coffee, tea, and water. Afterward he ad- 
mitted knowing cocoa, chocolate, and even milk. 

*Onentering Bartlett’s saloon what did you 
call for ?” 

“Peach cider,” was the prompt reply. This 
was a@ valuable hint, for it soon appeared 
that nobody in Patchogue has ever tasted 
anything but peach cider since the Prohi- 
bition ticket was elected. Bailey admit- 
ted having called for whisky at other places, 
but did not know whether the liquid given 
him was whisky or not. He drank his peach 
cider in a little glass that would hold about a 
gill. He did not know what was meant by 
whisky glasses. The color of the drink given 
him was that of russet apple cider—brown, per- 
haps. It was just about the color of other drinks 
obtained at other times and places when he had 
asked for whisky. He did not know whether it 
would intoxicate. 

The Justice hadfvbeen taking down all this non- 
sense in a wearily slow long hand and had be- 
cowe tired. “ I'll skip this, I guess,” he said, on 
reaching this last question. 

“Oh, no!” cried the lawyers in chorus, and the 
witness continued, Hedid not know how the 
drink would affect his questioner or what it 
would doforhim. Mr. Bailey did not consider 
himself an expert on whisky, but was in milk 
and water. 

Ira G. Mayer was next called. Trais a tall fel- 
low with long legs which spread around like the 
arms of a cuttle fish, as he deposited himself bv 
a set of sinuous motions in the witness chair. He 
held the Bible out at full arm’s length when he 
took the oath, as though he were balancing a 
dumb bell, and kissed the book as though fearing 
{t would burn him. Ira wasa long time in the 
chair. He didn’t give much testimony, but 
the lawers got to quarreling over him. Mr. Jones 
framed long questions. The Justice toiled slowly 
in getting them down on paper, and Lawyer 
Griffen interposed objections that would have 
made even Gen. Tracy turn pale withenvy. Ira 
ynid 10 cents for his peach cider. He was no 
rules of whisky. He had bought a beverage at 
other places which he supposed was whisky. He 
did not know whether he had bought whisky of 
Bartlett before his license expired or not. “* I 
flon’t keep a diary of the times I drink,” he added. 

This witness was no more satisfactory than his 
predecessor. The crowd were dead against the 
prosecuting attorney and enjoyed highly any 
sally against him. When he made a good point 
they glared at him and looked as though they 
would like to do as some of the rougher elemeut 
had suggested the night before—pelt him with 
eggs and other lubricating missiles. ; 

. An empty whisky flask adorned the table in 
Justice Smith’s court when the ilawyers returned 
after recess. An invigorating aroma proceeded 
rom it and a smile ran around the audience. 
apcleon Bonaparte Overton was called to tes- 
tify. Napoleon, or “Boney,” as he is called, 
could not remember further back than 12 hours. 
Justice Smith expostulated with him. “If you 
know more about it than I do answer the ques- 
tion yourself,” was the prompt reply of the 
villager to the court. 

Overton was questioned about visits to Bart- 
lett’s saloon. When asked what it was he drank 
there he said: ** You fellows will have to name 
it. I don’t know whatit was.” The witness had 
met Mr. Jones, the attorney who conducted the 
prosecution. “I was walking along with my 
wife,” he testified. ‘‘ She said, ‘ There comes the 
fevil.” I looked up and saw him, [pointing to 
Mr. Jones.] I then went in, bought a pint of 
whisky, and got drunk. When I awoke the devil 
was gone. [always get drunk when Jones is in 
town.” The witness said he was drunk at the 
preliminary examination, and intimated that he 
allowed no opportunities to pass of becoming in 
an exhilarated condition. 

Forest B. Hammond obtained peach cider at 
10 cents a glass at Bartlett's. Healso ‘didn’t 
know whisky,” and could not state of his own 
knowledge that it was not whisky he bought. 
Everard, H. Preston had imbibed peach cider, 
and his knowledge of the qualities of whisky was 
also limited. John 8. Parks was another peach 
cider witness. : 

“To the best of your knowledge, what was it 
you drank?’ he was asked. _ 

*‘ Peach cider,” cried the witness. 

“Was the peach cider whisky ?” shouted the 
Justice. 

“No,” bawled the witness. 

Other witnessés were no better. Some of them 
had made different statements before, and per- 
jury proceedings were talked of. The defense 
only called one witness, who testified that there 
waseuch a thing as peach cider, and that it 
didn’t taste exactly like whisky. The lawyers 
talked to the jury for an hour or two; then every 
oue had toleave the court room that the jury- 
men might deiiberate. An officer stood outside in 
the snowstorin and locked them in. 

Lawyer Jones immediately started for the last 
train to New-York. The train was late and the 
lawyer spent a half hourin waiting with other 
passengers. When it did comein it ran to the 
end of the station, All the passengers started 
for it and many got on, but Lawyer Jones and 
others were left. The brakeman was told that 
the temperance advocate and others were being 
left, but he would not stop the train. The jury 
could not agree and the crowd got tired waiting 
tforitand went hume. The other trials are set 
down for the 28th inst.

LETTING UP ON OFFENDERS 


CRIMES AGAINST THE POSTAL LAWS NOT 
DEALT WITH SEVERELY. 


Cases involving the destruction of mail 
matter, the stealing of letters, and other things, 
tending to interfere with the proper operation of 
the Postal Service are regarded as serious offenses 
by the law. The United States Rovised Statutes 
contain many provisions minutely detailing the 
offenses referred to and describing appropriate 
penalties consisting of fines up to $5,000 and of 
terms of imprisonment as longas 10 years. The 
intention of the law is to punish these offenses 
severely, in order that there may be no tamper- 
ing with the mails or delay in their delivery. 

Tn one way or another these laws do not seem 
to be regarded in the United States District At- 
torney’s office as they should be, judging from 
some recent instances. On6é of these, which is 
still fresh in the public mind,is that of Letter 
Carrier Shea, He apparently got tired one day 
of attending to his duties and tried to expedite 
his work by destroying letters. He .was 
one of the carriers employed at the main 


office. While on his round one day he 
went into the office of a business man 
down town and deliberately threw a lot of let- 
ters into a stove where a fire was blazing. As 
the carrier left the place the merchant noticed 
the blaze caused by the paper and went tothe 
stove to see what it was. Seeing what was 
burning the merchant hastily scraped out what 
he could and reported the facts. The carrier 
Was apprehended and his case was turned over 
to the District Attorney. Nothing was done in 
the matter, and the carrier was set free instead 
of being sent to jail. 

In the case of Carrier McCormick, who was ar- 
rested for tampering with the mails, a convic- 
tion was had, but he was released on bail, with 
the understanding that he is not to be sentenced 
for several months to come. 

The case of Demora, the interpreter who ran 
a little Post Office and private swindle «* his 
own, haltedin the Federal District Attorney’s 
office on the claim that the accused had not been 
acting as a Post Oftice employe. Finally a boot- 
black who had been swindled applied to the Dis- 
trict Attorney of the county and obtained a con- 
Yiction in the State courts. 

Out of about 15 cases of offenses against the 
laws concerning the mails which have been 
brought up within the past two years there has 
hardly been an instance where adequate punish- 
ment has followed. Even when convictions have 
been had the penalties have been ridiculously 
small. The Post Office inspectors who work up 
the evidence against the accused aré rather dis- 
couraged at the outcome of their work, and de- 
linquents come to regard with unconcern the 
supposed terrors of the law. 

Perhaps the worst of the recent cases is 
one which was disposed of yesterday in the 
United States Circuit Court before Judge Bene- 
dict. Postmaster Pearson admitted that the re- 
sult disappointed him. Other Post Office 
officials were more than surprised that 
Hiram Robinson, Jr., a self-confessed thief, 
had been given his liberty upon promising that 
he would return $1,346 to the Governinent, 
from which he had stolen about $2,300, though 
it is claimed that Robinson’s superior officer is 
oo for postage stamps valued at over 
3900. 

Robinson was stamp clerk at Station P, the 
branch Post Office at the Produce Exchange. He 
had access to all the money, as well as stamps, 
in the office. He knew the combination of the 
safe in which the stamps and postal and money 
order cash were locked up at the close of each 
day. As the Post Office Department requires its 
Superintendents to keep a record of the notes in 
their postal and money order departments, they 
generally endeavor to keep as few notes as pos- 
sible on hand at the close of business, and if they 
happen to have $500 or $1,000 in small bills, 
they exchange them fora singie bill of the same 
value. On the evening of Sept. 28 there was 
over $1,300 in cash in the money order depart- 
ment of Station P, and Superintendent Acker- 
man disposed of $1,000 of the amount at the 
Produce Exchange Bank for a onesthousand- 
dollar note. When he locked his safe there was 
between $1,300 and $1,400 in cash and about 
$900 in stamps init. This was more money than 
the safe usually contained at night, and Robin- 
son was aware of the fact. He waited until all 
the other employes had left the office. Then he 
sneaked to the safe, unlocked it, and rifled it of 
its contents. In stamps and cash he stole about 
$2,300. . 
Superintendent Ackerman was staggered upon 
discovering the robbery. It was evident that 
the safe had been robbed by an employe of the 
office, as it had been opened through the combi- 
nation. He notified the department of the rob- 
bery. Inspector Byrnes was employed to catch 
the thief. Every man in the office was shadowed, 
and Robinson was finally arrested. Afterspend- 
ing 48 hours at Police Headquarters he con- 
fessed his guilt. Hedid not profess repentance. 
He was simply anxious to change his quarters 
and get away from police surveillance. e told 
Inspector Byrnes that all the money he had not 
spent was at his house, No. 509 Ninth-avenue. At 
the honse the detectives found $1,101, but no 
postage stamps. Robinson said he had thrown 
the bundle of stamps into the North River. 

Robinson was arraigned before Judge Benedict, 
charged with converting to his own use fun‘s of 
the Post Office Department amounting to $1,346. 
He pleaded guilty. Yesterday he was called up 
for sentence. His sister, mother, and father had 
not deserted him and made an effective picture. 
The thief shed tears. He promised, through his 
counsel, to pay back the remainder of the money 
he had stolen, the difference between $1,101 and 
$1,346. Nothing was said about the stolen post- 
age stamps. Judge Benedict severely repri- 
manded the fellow, but said he would suspend 
sentence in order to allow him to refund the 
amount mentioned. The thief wept again. Mean- 
while Superintendent Ackerman, who did not 
rob the Government, will be compelled to replace 
the postage stamps which Robinson says he 
threw into theriver. Post Oftice officials seem 
to think that Superintendent Ackerman is more 
entitled to pity than Robinson. 

Gen. Foster, who managed the case forthe 
Government, said that no complaint was made 
ofthe theftofthe stamps. Robinson was in- 
dicted for embezzling $1,346. He had returned 
most of it, and promised to return the balance. 
It would have been hard, he thought, after the 
man had paid most of the money back to sen- 
tence him to imprisonment and a fine equal to 
the full amount of his theft.

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AN IMPORTANT DBoIsION. | \ PRECINCT WELL GUARDED 


THE STATUS OF FOREIGN CORPORA- 
TIONS IN IOWA. 

Des Mornes, Iowa, Dec. 16.—~The test 
dase argued before the Supreme Court last week, 
on the constitutionality of the Sweeney 
law, domesticating foreign corporations 
doing business in this State, was decided 
yesterday. The court refuses the application 
fora writ of habeas corpus asked by the rail- 
roads, and to that extent asserts the constitu- 
tionality of the law, but to the end that the case 
may be brought before the United States Supreme 


Court, which could not be done if the decision 
were against the State, the employes of the 
roads are remanded back tocustody. It is un- 
derstood that the railway companies will appeal 
at once to the United States Supreme Court, 
and they hope for an immediate hearing on the 
constitutional questions involved. 

After a statement of the facts, in which each 
of the petitioners, employes of the road, are 
charged with violating the Sweeney law, the 
court says: “It is contended by counsel 
for the petitioners that said law is 
unconstitutional and void, because (1) it is 
repugnant to section 10, Articie I., of the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and section 21, 
Article L, of the Constitution of Towa, which 
provides that no law shall be passed impairing 
the obligation of contracts; (2) said statute is 
contrary to section 8, Article I., of the United 
States Constitution, which provides that Con- 
gress Shall have power to regulate commerce 
with foreign nations and among. the 
several States; (3) said statute is repugnant to 
the fourteenth amendment of the Constitution 
of the United States, and therefore void; 
(4) said statute ia void as an attempt 
to interfere with the jurisdiction of 
the Federal courts as established by the Con- 
stitution of the United States and the acts of 
Congress. These several propositions have 
been exhaustively argued by counsel, and 
in relation thereto we desire to state that 
their solution presents grave difficulties as to all 
the propositions but ene. This court is not the 
final arbiter, and therefore believing, as some of 
us do, that it is doubtful what construction of the 
United States Constitution and the acts 
of Congress should be adopted under the 
agreed statement of facts, we feel con- 
strained to hold that the statute above men- 
tioned is not in conflict with the Constitution of 
the United States or acts of Congress passed in 
pursuance thereof to the end that the questions 
presented may be determined by the Supreme 
Court of the United States. The petitioners will 
theréforé be remanded to the custody of the de- 
fendants, and such judgment will be aécord- 
ingly entered.” 


LADY COLLINS PHYSICIAN. 


DR, BIRD INDIGNANTLY DENIES THE 


CHARGES MADE AGAINST HIM. 

Lonvon, Dec. 16.—In the Campbell divorce 
case to-day Dr. Bird testified that he had hada 
long acquaintance with Lady Miles and the Blood 
family. He denied that he ever had any other 
rélations with Lady Colin Campbell than those 
proper between a physician and a patient. He 
had searched his instrument case and had found 
the letter from Lady Colin to him which Lord 
Colin's nurse, Annie Duffy, had testified was there. 


The letter was one which Lady Colin had written 
when she was 10 years of age, and was a child- 
ish affair. Witness produced the letter. Witness 
never was at the Bow concert and never heard of 
the fur coat incident until the trial began. Wit- 
ness attended the concert at Newcross at which 
Lady Colin sang. He went as one of the audi- 
ence and sat in the body ofthe hall. Lady Colin 
broke down while singing. Witness then took 
her to his house to procure for her some medi- 
cine difficult to{obtain elsewhere. Lady Colin 
left five minutes afterward. It was true that he 
caressed plaintiffin the cab. In reference to the 
night witness remained so long at Lady Colin’s 
bedside, he said he had administered opium to 
her, and while vane for the outcome fell 
asleep in an armchair. It had been hospital day 
and he was very tired. Lord Colin awoke him, 
but the suggestion that there was any impropri- 
ety in witness’s conduct was groundless,

Dr. Bird’s counsel contended that there was 
only one witness to sustain the charge agaiust 
his client, and she was the malicious old woman, 
Annie Duffy. No man’s honor could be secure, 
and the condition of society would be intolerable, 
ifsuch stories as those of Annie Duffy were to 
be believed without the strongest possible kind 
of corroboration. 

Mr. Finlay, counsel for Lord Colin, contended 
that the case of Lady Colin against her husband 
had been pulverized by the evidence produced 
by him. If Lady Colin were an accessory with 
Lady Miles in inventing the charge against Lord 
Colin then she was capable of anything. The 
case was then adjourned. 


A LUMBER FIRM IN STRAITS. 


IT CLAIMS THAT TWENTY-TWO OF ITS 
VESSELS ARE QUARANTINED. 

Kidder, Peabody & Co., bankers, of No. 1 
Nassau-street, have procured from Judge Dono- 
hue, in the Supreme Court, an attachment 
against the property of James Maguire, or of the 
firm of D. & J. Maguire, Quebec, Canada, of 
which he is the surviving partner. The suit is on 
nine bills of exchange drawn by Maguire on 
London (England) business houses. These bills 
were delivered to the plaintiffs between Nov. 16 
and 24. Payment in ndon was refused, and 
the bills were sent to protest. They aggregate, 
with costs of protest, $39,439 85. 

Kidder, Peabody & Co. reported that the Ma- 
guires were large lumber exporters to South 
America, who suspended about a week ago. 
Their nominal liabilities are about $400,000 and 
assets not far from that sum, The Maguires at- 
tributed their misfortune mainly to the quaran- 
tining at Buenos Ayres of 22 of their vessels on 
account of cholera. Among the creditors, besides 
Kidder, Peabody & Co., are the Barings, of this 
city and London, with aclaim of $90,000, part- 
ly secured; C. Samson, of St. Roch’s, who had 
advanced $65,000 in cash and indorsed paper 
aggregating $130,000; James G. Ross, whose 
account of $90,000 is protected by a mortgage 
on the firm’s, ships; the Bank of Montreal for 
$60,000, the Bank of Commerce for $40,000, 
and the Banque du ane for $20,000, 

The Sheriff succeeded in attaching one vessel 
belonging to the Maguires on account of Kid- 
der, Peabody & Co. The oifficer chartered a tug, 
went down the Bay, and towed the ship in. it 
the amount realized by sale is not sufticient to 
cover the claim other property will be attached 
when possible.

| DRIVING OUT CRIME FROM 


THE IWUNTY-NINTH. 
WHAT CAPT. WILLIAMS HAS DONE IN 
THE WAY OF GOOD WORK, AND HOW 
IT 18 APPRECIATED. 

Capt. Alex. Williams, who is said te be 60 
well known in the Twenty-ninth Precinct, to 
which he has given his name, that even the 
street car horses nod to him, satin his little 
room in the Thirtieth-streét station housé last 
night and looked over some piles of letters which 
the citizens of his district have written to him 
as testimonials of his faithful work, and as as- 
surances of their support at this time when the 
rumor flies that he is to be transferred to some 
other precinct. The reasons given by some are 
that the Society for the Prevention of Crime is 
exercised because he has not eradicated vice in 
that section, and by others that the Captaiti’s 
independence and popularity have aroused jeal- 
ousy in the breasts of some higher officials, who 
want a henchman in the place for political 
reasons. 

As a TIMES reporter éntered. Capt. Williams 
pointed to the stacks of lettera and remarked 
that it didn’t look much as if the citizens of his 
precinct wanted to see him transferred. He 
then pulled out two or three scrap books and 
showed what prominent men had written when 
he came out so successfully from his last trial. 
Judges Barrett, Gildersleeve, Russell, Brady, 
Bartlett, and a score more, as well as E. T. Ger- 
ry, Chauncey M. Depew, A. R. Lawrence, A. ©. 
Whitney, J. H. Davis, O. K. King, A. McLane 


Hamilton, W. H. Webb, Surrogate Rollins, James 
Otis, Austin Corbin, had all sent tributes of re- 
spect and congratulation. 

Capt. Williams, when asked about the rumored 
charges, aid: “It’s the old story. The hard 
work 1n this busiest of districts is all forgotten 
when some skin gambler goes dowh to the Cen- 
tral Office and gets up a raid on some little 
gambling room whose existence is only known 
to the ‘ rounders.’ And when a great noise has 
been made about ‘ gamblingin Capt. Williams’s 
precinct,’ the fact that those arrested on these 
raids are not convicted passes quietly unnoticed. 
The state of affairs is vast this: There is no 
open gambling in this precinet, and when a hap- 
hazard raid is made by outside parties on some 
shifting game that has been rigged up for a 
coupie of days the witnesses, when brought to 
the stand, are so full of holes that the case is 
hopeless. 

“The record of arrests in this precinct from 
Nov. 12, 1885, to Novy. 12, 1886, in certain 
classes of crime, is as follows: Violation of the 
excise law, 183; keeping disorderly house, 35; 
arrested in disorderly house, 99; prostitutes ar- 
rested in the street, 289; keeping gambling 
house, 17; found in gambling houses, 113; viola- 
tion of pool laws, 14; violation of lottery laws, 
2, Now, of the 17 arrested proprietors of gam- 
bling dens through my raids 8 were convicted, 3 
were discharged, and the rest of the cases are 
now pending. We seized 16,342 chips, making 
the biggest haul at No. 58 West Thirty-first- 
street, when we captured 7,582. Wealso seized 
288 packs of cards, faro, and roulette Jay-outs, 
racks, furniture, and all the paraphernalia of 
gunbling without end. All this was given to 
the Property Clerk of the city and, upon convic- 
tion of the owner, was destroyed. The one case 
which they harp on against me was the raid of 
that Thirty-first-street house again on Oct. 23, 
IT had made one raid on the 21st, and on the 22d 
and 23d I had my hands full with registering. 

“T have been in this precinct since 1876, with 
the exception of 18 monthsin the Street-Clean- 
ing Department,” coutinued Capt. Williams, 
“and I wish some of these cranks who have fits 
over petty offenses would fairly examine the 
records of the Police Department. There are no 
more big burglaries, no garroting. I have from 
350 to 400 empty houses to guard all Sumwer, 
and not one of them has been robbed in five 
years. The activity of my men is shown by the 
tact that last year they made nearly 5,000 ar- 
rests. [havedriven out bunko steerers with kicks 
of 80 pounds to the square inch, and yet some of 
these men want me removed when a little excise 
case is missed. No one seems to realize the vast 
amount of work there is to be done. It is a 
great thing that no one is touched in 
these side streets; that one can pass and 
repass at anytime of night without interfer- 
ence; buteven this requires constant watching. 
Then every New- Yorker knows that the Twenty- 
ninth Precinct extends from Fourteenth to 
Forty-second street between Fourth. and Sev- 
enth avenues, and includes must of the clubs, 
large hotels, theatres, big street car lines, Madi- 
son-Square Garden, and the dwellings of the 
rich. Wetry to enforce the laws, and we have 


/ succeeded to a great extent in driving criminals 


from the city, but it would be better all around 
if these professsional reformers who live in re- 
mote precincts, would try to educate the chil- 
dren about their doors, before they go out of 
their way to roar because mature vice flourishes 
in the hothouse of a big city. 

“T think my friends and my record will stand 
by me, and I cannot seriously consider the idea 
that [am to be transferred.” 


DAKOTA'S MOCK GOVERNMENT. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
CONVENTION. 

Huron, Dakota, Deo. 16.—The Constitu- 
tional Convention met yesterday morning, Pres- 
ident Edgerton in the chair. Judge Campbell 
offered resolutions, which were unanimously 
adopted, that a conference committee of nine 
delegates be appointed to consider the present 
plan of action, also inviting the Senate and 
House of South Dakota to appoint a committee 
of conference for the same purpose, and that the 
President of this conference and the Governor 


of South Dakota be invited to participate. 
Judge Campbell was appointed Chairman of this 
committee. It issaid that all the members of the 
committee are lawyers and that all agree that 
the repéal of the restraining clause is both right 
and feasible. 

Both houses of the Legislature met at noon and 
appointed the committees of conference called 
for by the Constitutional Convention. The joint 
committee met in the afternoon and Messrs. 
Campbell, Owen, Myers, and Kellam argued in 
favor of repealing the restraining clause of the 
ordinance, Mr. Gamble opposing such repeal. 

Before the Legislature and a large assemblage 
Gov. Melette last night delivered his message, 
expressing the hope that the popular house of 
Congress may consent to division and admission. 
{f Congress would do this, subject to approval 
by ballot of the people, they would welcome 
this solution. He urged that no step backward 
be taken. He reaffirmed his belief in the right 
of a State to maintain local government. “ The 
houses of Congress,” he said, ** cannot be forced 
to admit your representatives to their bodies, 
but your right to self-government exists, if 
it exists at all, independent of such ad- 
mission. While Congress can alone ad- 
mit and constitute you a State in the 
Union, you may still be legally constituted a po- 
litical authority without union, and entitled to 
the protection of the Federal laws. The creative 
ap abides in the State and not in Congress.” 

e argued that section 32 of the ordinance and 
schedule, providing that no act be performed ex- 
cept such a8 is preliminary to admission into the 
Union, is not gore of the Constitution, and may 
be annulled by this convention. Butit should 
not be discarded without formal amendment to 
that effect, submitted to the populet ballot, and 
that until such vote, all legislative, executive, 
and judicial action by the State should be limited 
to such a8 are necessary, preliminary, and inci- 
dental to admission. 

The convention this morning voted to repeal 
the restraining clause.

REPORTS AND ELECTION AT THEIR AN- 
NUAL MEETING. , 

The annual meeting of the Parochial Mis- 
sionary Society for the United States was held in 
Calvary Church yesterday morning.

At 7:30 o’clock the Rev. Dr. Peters and the 
Rev. Dr. Satterlee celebrated the communion, 
and at 10:30 the society began its business ses- 
sion, Bishop Brewer presiding. Dr. Satterlee, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, read his 
annual report. It showed that a good work had 
been conducted by the society during the past 
year. Missions had been held at seven places— 
three at Philadelphia, condticted by the Rev. 
Dr. Wilson; at Detroit, by the Rev. Mr. Rains- 
ford; Altoona, Penn., by the Rev. James John- 
son, and at Brooklyn, Eastern District, by the 
Rev. Dr. Satterlee, having been bs successful. 

The report of the Rev. Dr. Vandewater, of Brook- 
lyn, Secretary of the society, also reviewed the so- 
ciety’s work. He stated that during the past 
eight months nearly a hundred applications had 
been made which it had been unable to fill. 

The report of the Treasurer, Samuel D. Blatch- 
ford, of New-York, showed that the society's 
finances were in a healthy condition, $10,055 
having been received during the year towerd its 
endowment, and on the strength of this showing 
it was decided that the society engage a mis- 
sioner at $4,000 a year, to hold missions through- 
out the country. 

The election of officers resulted asfollows: Pres- 
ident, the Right Rev. Bishop Potter; Secretary, 
the Rev. George R. Vandewater, D. D.; Assistant 
Secretary and Recorder, the Rev. F. W. Tomkins, 
Jr.; Treasurer, 8.

Sir Jonn A. MACDONALD, the Canadian 
Premier, is quoted as saying that there is no 
chance for dispute as to the intent and ap- 
plication of the treaty of 1818 in regard to 
the fisheries. He says “‘the treaty is just, 
explicit, and sufficient. It simply forbids 
American vessels from fishing within the 
three-mile limit, and from passing that 
limit except for certain specified pur- 
poses, of which the buying of bait is 
not one.” The treaty of 1818 con- 
tains no prohibition as to ‘American 
vessels,” but only as to ‘“‘American fisher- 
men.” Sir JOHN ignores all more recent 
agreements and provisions which do apply 
to American vessels and guarantee them 
the right of trading in the ports of the Brit- 
ish dominions so long as corresponding 
rights are granted to British vessels in 
American ports. We have really no contro- 
versy with Canada, but the question is 
whether Great Britain in guaranteeing 
trading privileges in her ports excludes 
those vessels which wisb to purchase sup- 
plies for use elsewhere, because they are:en- 
gaged in fishing beyond the limits of the 
prohibition. 


With all respect to Mr. HEWITT, his ex- 
planation of his finance bill does not ex- 
plain away the cbvious facts pointed out by 
Tne Times. He proposes to use the surplus 
revenues in the prepayment of interest not 
yet due on outstanding bonds. Hesays this 
is “‘ to provide against the contingency of 
the failure of legislation.” We repeat that 
it invites such failure. It would be less 
jnexcusable if it were the only means of 
providing against such a contingency, but 
Mr. Hewitr’s own Dill provides an- 
pther and a better means, viz., the 
deposit of the surplus with the banks on 
the security of Government indebtedness. 
Mr. HEWITT in his explanation says that 
this “provides against” the contingency 
that would arise if ‘‘ the bondholders refuse 
to accept the prepayment of the interest.” 
Now it is plain that the situation of the 
Treasury would be precisely the same if the 
pondholders refused prepayment as it 
would if no prepayment were authorized. 
The deposit plan, therefore, covers every 
possible state of facts. With the best in- 
tentions Mr. Hewitt has done more than 
any other man in Congress could have done 
to defeat tariff reform at this session. 


Mr. WaLT WHITMAN is so extremely amia- 
ble that those who deny that he isa poet 
are sustained by the fact that poets have 
been described by one of themselves as an 
irritable race. The Briton who has set 
forth to his countrymen that Watt 
WHITMAN is’ starving by reason of 
the neglect of his own scarcely de- 
serves thanks for his officiousness.

OUR CONSULATE AT TANGIER. 

There are some defects in the Consular 
Service that can be removed only by legis- 
lation; there are abuses in that service that 
should be checked by the power that ap- 
points. The executive branch should be 
well informed concerning the acts of 
those whom it places or retains in office. 
A few days ago Mr. Ion PERDICARIS, 
a wealthy and philanthropic American 
citizen, who resides in Tangier, Morocco, 
received a letter from the State Depart- 
ment, in reply to a protest which he had 
forwarded to the Secretary of State. In 
that letter he was told that Consul Frrix 
A. MATHEWS, stationed at Tangier, had 
been notified of the department’s disap- 
proval of his arrest and imprisonment of 
Mr. PERDICARIS in September last, and had 
been directed to make restitution of the 
fine and costs callected from Mr. Prrpi- 
CARIS at that time. 

This action of the State Department di- 
rects attention to the peculiar conditicn of 
our Consular Service in Morocco. Our con- 
sulate at Tangier appears to be maintained 
chiefly for the purpose of giving native 
traders an opportunity to collect their bills 
against other natives who may or may not 
owe them. Probably the opinion prevails 
in this country that the protection of our 
flag is extended by our Consuls in such 
countries as Morocco to American citizens 
who need it, and is not used for the conven- 
ience of natives who may be unable to use 
the power of their own Government to their 
satisfaction. Butit appears that there are 
domiciled in the Empire of Morocco only 
three native-born Americans who are not 
officially connected with the consulate. 
Yet it is asserted that at least 144 natives’ 
enjoy the protection of our flag for the en- 
forcement of their claims against other na- 
tives, and that as a result of this protection 
scores of’ natives have been confined with- 
out trial in loathsome prisons, where some 
of them have perished in misery. Surely it 
is not for work like this that we maintain a 
consulate in Tangier. 


Mr. PERDICARIS, who by untiring labor 
has secured the release of thirty or forty in- 
nocent victims of such foreign protection, 
was arrested and thrust into a foul prison 
at the command of Consul MATHEWS, osten- 
sibly for contempt of the American Consu- 
lar Court, but really because he would not 
assist in capturing and delivering to the 
Consul’s forces a native, one EL Hau, who 
had enjoyed the protection of our flag. This 
man asserted that he had paid large sums 
for this protection, and that he could no 
longer meet the demands of his protectors. 
Fearing that he would suffer as some others 
had whose fate was fresh in his mind, he 
formally renounced the privilege which he 
had obtained and addressed a circular 
letter to the several foreign representatives 
stationed in Morocco, asking them to make 
an investigation.

THE NATIONAL BANKS. 


CONTROLLER TRENHOLM’S VIEWS DISAP- M 
PROVED. 3 

Cuicaco, Dec. 16.—The draft of the bill 
amendatory of the laws relating to the na- 
tional banking system submitted to the House 
Committee on Banking and Currency by Con- 
troller Trenholm yesterday was quite generally 
read by Chicago bankers to-day and freely com- 
mented on. The reorganization of the system as 
suggested cannot be said to be favorably regard- 
ed, as al! the bankers talked to to-day preferred 
the existing laws. The views of Lyman J. Gage, 


of the First National Bank, are fairly represent- 
ative. Said Mr. Gage: 

“Mr. Trenhotm’s theory is that when a bank 
accumulates a surplus amounting to as much as 
its capital and 20 per cent. more, then the share- 
hoiders are relieved of liability. The present 
law requires the national banks to accumulate a 
surplus equal to 20 per cent. of the capital stock, 
and forbids the payment of dividends, with cer- 
tain limitations and restrictions, which will en- 
croach upon that 20 per cent. surplus. Now he 
proposes that if the banks accumulate a 60 per 
surplus voluntarily, and then meet with 
financial embarrassment—fail—the sharehold- 
ers are liable, not for the 100 per cent. e 
of capital stock, but should have a credit for the 
surplus accumalated over the 20 per cent., 
which in this case would amount to 40 per cent. 

The value of the suggestion is an equitable but 
a comparatively unimportant one. ie also un- 
dertakes, in his recommendations, to guard 
against any sharp practice which the banks 
might resort to in order to make a technical

THEY DISCUSS THE FORMATION OF A <) 
CLUB AND OTHER MATTERS. 

The Princeton Alumni of this city and its 

vicinity held a special meeting at Delmonico’s 

last evening to consider the questions of forming 

a Princeton club and of securing Alumni repro- 

sentation before the Board of Trustees. James 

W. Alexander, President of the association, was 

in the chair, and about 175 graduates were 

present, including some of the college Professors. . 
Mr. Alexander stated that the object of the 

meeting was to form a Princeton club which 

should bring the men together more effectively 

than the old association, and enable them to dis- 


cuss matters bearing on the policy of the college 
and its public relations. The Alumni present 
took hold of the idea with great alacrity, and by 
a unanimous vote transformed the association 
into the Princeton Club, to which any man who 
has a degree from Princeton or has been in resi- 
dence there as a student and the members of the 
Faculty will be eligible. A constitution was 
adopted, and the officers of the association were 
elected to hold the same places in the club till 
the next annual meeting. 

The matter of Alumni representation then 
cameup. Mr. Alexander had explained in his 
opening speech that the idea was to form what 
should be called a Board of Alumni, which 

. Should hold about the same relation to the Board 
of Trustees as a Senatorial committee to the Sen- 
ate. It would have the privilege of formulating 
the wishes of the Alumni and laying them before 
the Trustees. Possibly a member of it would 
have the privilege of sittingin the meetings of 
the board and taking partin its debates, though 
the charter of the college would forbid his voting. 
The movement toward this end had been begun 
by the Board of Trustees, which had appointed a 
committee to confer with the graduates on the 

uestion. The 16other Alumni associationsin the 

nited States would appoint delegates to assem- 
ble in this city in January and bring the matter 
to aconclusion. It only remained to elect dele 
gates to that convention. 

A nominating committee was at once appoint- 
ed, and their candidates, the Rev. Dr. Henry J. 
Van Dyke and Cleveland H. Dodge, were unani- 
mously elected. Prof. Andrew F. West gave 
an interesting account of the improvements 
made in the work of the college during the past 
few years, and then the meeting adjourned to 
supper in an adjoining room. 

Afterward a number remained and sang col- 
lege songs for'an hourormore. Ail the Alumni 
present regarded the mecting as the beginning 
ofa movement which would greatly benefit the 
college.

QUIET AFTER THE STORM 


WALL-STREET COUNTS 
KILLED AND WOUNDED. 
WITH THE RETURN OF AN EASIER MONEY 


MARKET THE SPECULATORS REGAIN 
THEIR COURAGE. 


There were a good many empty chaits in 
Wall-street brokers’ offices yesterday. A good 
many paper fortunes have disappeared. A good 
many lambs have been shorn. A good many 
speculators speculate no more. Such a shaking 
up and shaking out as the panicky hours of 
Wednesday brought about is not to be speedily 
forgotten. The limp and lame hobble slowly. 

Though Louis Marx is the only one of all the 
army of big losers who was forced to the wall, he 
has many a companion in distress whose bruises 
will not find baim enough to soothe their sorrows 
in many aday tocome. One firm, whose officeis 
in Exchange-place, is credited with losses of 
over $300,000. Another man on the same strest 
added $200,000 or more to hisfortune. Addison 
Cammack’s profits are estimated at figures that 
seem simply fabulous. Here is a story in con- 
trast to that: 

A man whose rame it would be brutal! to print 
went down into Wall-street worth about $12,000 
@ month orso ago. Like most men new to Stock 
Exchange speculation, he had a ‘theory”—a 
theory bound to beat the game and make him 
rich. Heentered a broker’s office with $2,000 
in cash, his remaining $10,000 being invested in 
acozy home up near the Harlem. Following in 
the “bull” wake, he made money; his $2,000 
swelled te $8,000—on paper. He spread out his 
line of stocks. He even drew $2,000 more by 
mortgaging his house. Then came the liquida- 
tion of recent days, culminating in Wednesday’s 
crash. Poor fellow! His first investment, his 
paper profits—yes, and the house, too—every 
penny he owned in the world—all were swept 
in a jiffy out of sight. Noris this case an alto- 

ether exceptional one. The list of men who in 

Vall-street’s vernacular have been ‘wiped out” 
would crowd this column in small type. 

Louis Marx is likely to be again on his feet 
soon. He has not lacked offers of assistance. 
Generous brother brokers hurried to call upon 
him yesterday or sendhim word that they would 
be glad to give him such a lift as he might need. 
Marx isn’t one of the kind of men who could be 
kept down anyhew. Under present circum- 
stances he will quickly be able to resume his old- 
time activity and prominence on the Street. 

Movey was tight again yesterday morning, 
and at one time the loaning rate was as highas 4 
per cent. per etme 9 cent. perannum. But 
many things combined to help the rate down, 
and at the close of the day’s business all the 
money wanted was readily obtainable at about 
6 percent. Jay Gould and Russell Sage, who 
are charged with chief responsibility for tying 
up money early in the week, were reported to 
be large lenders. 

Nearly $1,000,000 in gold reached New-York 
from France yesterday, and $4,000,000 more is 
on the way. The Treasury Department, too, 
anxious to relieve apparent distress, issues an 
order offering to pay at once and without any 
rebate the interest due on Jan. 1 on the 4 per 
cent. Government bonds. These bonds aggre- 
gate, in round numbers, $738,000,009, and the 
quarterly interest (1 per cent.) due Jan. 1 
amounts to $7,380,000. 

These things gave much courage to the 
«‘bulis,” and they are now inclined to rally for a 
new campaign. The “ bears” still insist that 
there are several weak spots in the market, and 
prophesy further liquidation. Many conserva- 
tive people indorse this view of the market, 
and, while much inclined to now consider 
stocks generally a safe investment, advise 
a good deal of discretion in purchases. 
Such firms as Kissam, Whitney & Co., R. P. 
Flower & Co.. Moore & Schley, P. J. Goodhart & 
Co., Prince & Whitely, Francis P. Trowbridge, 
Drexel, Morgan & Co., and Green & Bateman 
advised their customers yesterday that the sit- 
uation was much clearer. The worst was over, 
and investments carefully made would prove 
profitable. It was generally agreed that London 
was a heavy buyer in this market yesterday. 

irving A. Evans, one of the most prominent 
brokers of Boston, sent this dispatch toa per- 
econa!l friend here: 

“ Boston market is in good condition. No man is 
overloaded. Money is absolutely easier than at any 
time since last August, and the recent money mar- 
ket in New-York must be fictitious. New-York can 


draw on Boston for $3,000,000, and then money will 
be not above 4 per cent. at the Clearing House.” 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Mr. Trenholm, 
Controller of the Currency, when asked this 
afternoon what he thought of the situation in 
Wall-street to-day so far as the banks are con- 
cerned said: “I have learned nothing to lead me 
to think that the banks are at all involved in the 

anic. I have received telegrams from the 

residents of several banks, and they.all concur 
in ascribing the present trouble to the collapse 
of stock operations. The more experienced and 
conservative bangers had foreseen this, and con- 
sequently were prepared for it. So far as my in- 
formation goes none of the banks ere implicated 
with any persons reported as embarrassed by 
the panic. Here is a telegram I haye just re- 
ceived from a gentleman in New-York in whose 
judgment I have great confidence: ‘Market bet- 
‘ter; money stringeney confined to Wall-street. 
Many banks’ conservative course lately regard- 
ing fancy stocks partly causes eer. Un- 
jess failures occur worst is over. No signs of 
weakness among banks.’” 

Treasurer Jordan said this afternoon, in speak- 
ing of the situation in Wall-street, that he had 
received information from there to-day which 
shows that the demand for money is excessive 
at high rates. The action of the department, 
however, in anticipating the January interest 
on4 percents was taken, he said, without ref- 
erence to New-York, being intended to meet the 
general needs of the country by distributing 
money to banks in all sections—Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, New-Orleans, and other Sub-Treaaury 
cities as well as New-York.

There was more general buying of stocks here 
to-day through the local houses having member- 
ships in the New-York Exchange, but, as a rule, 
brokers were urging caution, as the advices from 
New-York houses were generally of that tenor, 
fieclaring that the market was in no condition 
for them to express any definite opinions. This 
tended to restrict speculation somewhat; still, 
the trading was quite free, larger margins being 
required in some instances than on ordinary oc- 
pasions. 


Lonpon, Dec. 16.—The financial markets 
to-day are animated and distinctly bullish. In- 
vestors preponderate. It is reported that a 
heavy block of bullion has been ordered for ship.

WALT WHIIMANS PURSE. 


A REPORT FROM ACROSS THE SEA THAT 
IT IS EMPTY. 

A cable dispatch printed yesterday in an 
evening paper announced that Walt Whitman, 
the American poet, was in need and almost 
starving, and that a movement had been started 
in Scotland to raise money to relieve his necessi- 
ties. A public appeal had been made and sent 
to every leading paper in London, accompanied 
by aletter from Mr. Underwood, United States 
Consul at Glasgow, indorsing the statement as 
to Mr. Whitman’s condition. It was further 
stated that a number of Glasgow artists had 
agreed to each contribute a picture, to be sold at 


public auction, in behalf of a benefit fund for the 
poet. 

A very stanch friend of the Camden poet and 
a@ great admirer of bis worksis Mr. J. H. John- 
ston, the jeweler at the corner of Bowery and 
Broome-street. When his attention was called 
to the cablegram he read it with much interest. 
“If we were not in the midst of the holiday 
trade,” he said, “I would jump on tne next train 
for Philadelphia to see Walt. My last visit to 
Camden was early in October, before I went 
abroad. I did not see Walt then because he 
was out, but his housekeeper, Mrs. Davis, 
told me he was feeble, and she noticed a 

adual breaking down physically. I askei her 
then about his financial condition, and she told 
me he had been havinga pretty hard time, and 
very little money was coming tohim. She did 
not give me to understand that there was a 
‘pressing need for necessities. If Walt was in 
distress he knows he would not have to 
look far for substantial aid. To me that 
London circular sounds like the produc 
tion of a lunatic. It may be a swindling 
appeal. There are many ardent admirers 
of Walt’s writings in London and Glasgow, and 
it would be easy enough to raise a few hundred 
pounds in as many hours. Why, when I was in 
Glasgow, I went into a shop and found a copy of 
the second edition of his works. It is very rare, 
you know. The owner wouldn't part with it at 
any price, and I bid as high as $20. An auto- 
graph letter of Walt’s was sold in this city last 
Spring for $80 to my knowledge.” 


From the Philadelphia Call of Last Evening. 

Walt Whitman, the poet, was seen this 
morning by a Callreporter regarding the para- 
graph which appeared in this morning’s papers, 
stating that subscriptions were being received by 
the London News to relieve his actual wants. 


Mr. Whitman denied, laughingly, ever having 
been in such a condition. He said he had re- 
ceived numerous tokens of regard, pecuniary 
and otherwise, from English admirers in the 
past, for which he was ‘very grateful. Should 
any more such testimonials be tendered him he 
would accept them likewise and return his heart- 
jest thanks therefor. He said he had been much 
annoyed by the talk of the New-York papers, 
which, he said, gave exaggerated ideas of his de- 
pleted financial condition in their head lines, but 
came nearer the truth in the body of the article. 
His health is very good, as {is also his appetite.

ERIE MUCH EXOITED. 


ANSWER TO THE BILL OF THE CENTRAL 


TRUST COMPANY. 

Errr, Penn., Dec. 16.—The long-looked- 
for answer of the New-York, Chicago and St. 
Louis Railroad Company to the bill in equity 
filed by the Central Trust Compary of New- 
York was filed to-day, and has created a great 
deal of excitement and apprehension among the 
holders of the first mortgage bonds. The an- 
swer denies the right of the Central Trust Com- 
pany to foreclose, and repudiates the entire 


issue of sk hg gold bonds, amounting to 
$20,000 per mile, or $14,660,660. 

The defendant avers that the proceedings to 
consolidate the stock, property, and franchises 
of several railroad companies in New-York, 
Pennsylvania, Chio, Indiana, and Illinois neces- 
sary for the construction of the Nickel Plate 
were without authority and void, and that 
therefore the bonds and mortgage on which this 
foreclosure ia’ brought is worthless. The an- 
swer furthermore says that, assuming the Nickel 
Plate Company to have been a yalid corporation 
organized under the laws of the ‘several States 
through which it passed and with authority to 
issue bonds and to secure the payment by a 
mortgage, said bonds were issued without ade- 
quate consideration, either in money, labor done, 
or money or property actually received, in viola- 
tion of the laws of Pennsylvania and Article 
XVI. of the State Constitution, and therefore 
the bonds of plaintiff and mortgage executea to 
secure their payment are void, 

The defendant company also submits that the 
bonds were issued in violation of the laws of 
Illinois and Ohio. The answer concludes with 
this clause: “‘ That as there has been no lawful 
consolidation of the several railroad corpora- 
tions organized under the laws of this State with 
the severnl railroad corporations organized 
under the laws of said other States, and said 
bonds having been issued in violation of the 
laws of this State, and the proceeds thereof hav- 
ing been almost wholly applied toward the con- 
struction of the portions of the railroad de- 
scribed as the Nickel Plate, situated outside of 
this State, a decree for the sale of that portion 
of the road situated in this State for the pur- 
pose of paying said bonds would be contrary to 
equity and law.”

NEW-JERSEY HORTIOULTURISTS 


THEY ARB OPPOSED TO CONGRESSMEN AS 
SEED DISTRIBUTERS. 

TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 16.—The New-Jersey 
State Horticultural Society concluded a success- 
ful meeting here to-day. The principal paper 
was read by Prof. F. L. Scribner, who repre- 
sented the Government Bureau of Agriculture. 
It was an exhaustive study of destructive fungi 
in general, and, in particular, of fungus diseases 
ofthe vine. The society subsequently passed 
resolutions requesting the New-Jersey members 
of Congress to vote for an adequate appropriation 
for the support of the section of mycology of 


which Prof. Scribner is the head. A resolution 
was also adopted approving the Hatch bil) to aid 
agricultural experiment stations in the several 
States, and another condemning the distribution 
of seeds as now conducted by members of Con- 
gress, and opposing any appropriations forseeds 
unless the distribution is restricted within the 
limits originally contemplated by the law estab- 
lishing the department.

Judge Perkins, who is a Director of the La- 
tonia Fair, at Covington, and is greatly inter- 
ested in horses, said he was dissatisfied with the 
arbitrary management of Secretary Vall, of the 


National Trotting Association. Mr. Vail, he 
charged would neither give a report of his man- 
agement nor allow new men to be put in who 
would give a report. Judge Perkins said 
the resolution was designed to give 
shape to a feeling existing among man 
horsemen.

LOSSES BY FIRE. 


The brick store on Main-street, Belfast, 
Me., owned and occupied by J. Y. Cottrell & Co., 
grocers, was burned yesterday with its contents.

$3,000. The stock was valued at $5,000; insu- 
rance, $2,000. The Coliseum building and the 
furniture store of J. C. Thompson & Son were 
also damaged; fully insured. The stocks of 
Thompson & Son, N. K. Morrison & Co., (hard- 
ware,) E. F. Hanson, (carriages,) and Henry 
Staples (billiards) were injured by removal. The 
loss is fully covered. 


A heavy loss by fire occurred at Little 
Rock, Ark., yesterday morning. The gin house 
of Fred Hanger, together with all the machin- 
ery, cotton, and cottonseed, was burned to the 
ground. The fire originated in a sack of cotton 
which is supposed to have caught from a hot 
box. Loss on the gin house and machinery is es- 
timated at $20,000; insurance, $3,500. It is im- 
possible to estimate the loss on the cotton and 
cottonseed as the house was full at the time of 
the fire. The loss isa heavy one. 


Fire yesterday morning in the building at

A large barn adjoining was 
also burned.

Walsh was arraigned yesterday morning 
before Justice McKenna, at Newtown, who ad- 
journed the examination until to-day at the re- 
quest of the prisoner to give him time to obtain 
counsel. The authorities believe that Walsh is 
one of the gang that hav been committing burg- 
laries in the vicinity of Glendale recentiy, and 
expect to prove that he was connected with the 
shooting of Mr. Homeyer.

OBITUARY. 


MARSHALL PINCKNEY WILDER. 

The Hon. Marshall Pinckney Wilder died 
at his homein Dorchester, Mass., yesterday, at 
the age of 88. His.death was unexpected, al- 
though his health had been failing for some 
months. Yesterday morning he was at break- 
fast as usual, but death occurred very shortly 
after, at about 9:30 o'clock, the result, it is sup- 
posed, of rheumatism of the heart. In his death 
Boston loses one of her most striking and pict- 
uresque figures and charming personalities. 

Born in Rindge, N. H., Sept. 22, 1798, Mr. 
Wilder engaged in trade in Boston in 1825, after 
a few years passed as a farmer and as a country 


merchant. For the last half century the firm 
of Parker Wilder & Co., of which for many years 
Mr. Wilder was the senior member, has done an 
extensive and prosperous business. But it was 
inthe pursuit of agriculture and horticulture 
that Mr. Wilder attained world-wide fame. He 
early began to devote a large portion of his time 
tothese pursuits,and by his careful researches in 
fruit and floral culture, as an_ eminent English 
scientist has said, he “laid the horticulturists 
of all nations under heavy obligations.” The 
garden and the field were his places of recreation, 
an his efforts to improve the native products of 
‘the soil and to add to them by the importation 
of trees, plants, and seeds have been of incal- 
culable worth to husbandry. Inthe science of 
geod were his researches of special value. 

6 was one of the founders of the American 
Pomological Society, and was Its President from 
its organization in 1848 up to the time of his 
death. For eight years, from 1840 to 1848, he 
was President of the Massachusetts Horticult- 
ural Society, and for 20 years of the Norfolk 
Agricultural Society. He also initiated the or- 
ganization of the State Board of Agriculture, 
was foremost in the institution of the State 
Agricultural College, and was identified with the 
formation of the United States Agricultural 
Society in 1852, of which he was the first Presi- 
dent, retiring in 1858. 

Mr. Wilder had little desire for public life, his 
services in this direction being confined to one 
term in the lower branch of the State Legisla- 
ture and two years in the State Senate, the sec- 
ond as its presiding officer. He was also Chair- 
man of the Massachusetts delegation to the Bal- 
timore Convention of the Constitutional Union 
Party in 1860. At his death Mr. Wilder was 
President of the New-England Historic Genea- 
logical Society, the American Pomological So- 
clety, and the Massachusetts Agriculturai 
Club. He was senior Trustee of the Massa- 
chusetts Agricultural College, senior member of 
the State Beard of Agriculture and of the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Massachusetts Horti- 
cultural Society, senior Director in the Massa- 
chnsetts Institute of. Technology and Hamilton 
National Bank, of the New-England Life Insur 
ance Company and the Home Savings Bank. He 
was an honorary member of the Royal His- 
torical Society of Great Britain, a correspond- 
ing member of the Royal Horticultural Society 
of London and the Société Centrale d’Horticult- 
ure, of France, and a Fellow of the Reale Ac- 
cademia Araldica Italiana, of Pisa. 

In the peculiar line of research of the New- 
England Historic Genealogical Society Mr. Wil- 
der was especially interested of late years. He 
succeeded John A. Andrew as President of this 
society in 1868, and had been re-elected each 
year since, He was an industrious student and 
writer, and from 1835 to the present year he 
publishea more than 80 pamphlets on historical, 
pomological, horticultural, and agricultural sub- 
jects. It can well be imagined that in that 
peculiar age of Boston life created by the 
innumerable societies which flourish as no- 
where else in America Mr. Wilder occupied 
a peculiar and exalted place. Im their 
labors he took especial delight, and no man con- 
tributed more freely of his wealth to insure 
their success. One singular trait of his character 
was his ardorin military affairs. He joined the 
New-Hampshire militia at the age of 16, was 
Colonel of his regiment when 26, and to the day 
of his death nothing pleased him better than to 
participate in the field days and special cele- 
brations of the Boston Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, of which he was a Past Com- 
mander, and a member of more than 50 years. 
His domestic relations were peculiarly happy. 
He was three times married and had 14 chil- 
dren. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Ex-Supervisor John Cullen, of Brooklyn, died 
yesterday at his home, No. 225 Tillary-street, that 
city. He represented the Fifth Ward in the Board 
of Baperrisors from 1875 to 1881, and was a member 
of the Democratic General Committee, He was 42 
years of age. 

Major Nathaniel F, Hurd, an officer in the war 
of 1812, died at his home in Montclair, N. J., on 
Wednesday. Major Hurd served on the staff of Major- 
Gen. John Montgomery in the second war with 
Great Britain. He introduced the hot blast oven 
among iron manufacturers in this country. Recently 
he celebrated his ninety fifth birthday by visiting 
the iron flelds of Ohio unattended. 

George Stumcke, widely known as a hotel 
keeper, died at the Carleton House in Boston yester- 
day. He was senior member of the firm of Stumcke 
& Goodwin, proprietors of the Crawford House, Bos- 
ton, a hotel patronized largely by commercial men. 
Mr. Stumcke was sole proprietor of the Carleton 
House, and was also nanager of the Hotel Berkley 
the Grover House at Oak Biuifs, and the Mattakeset 
Lodge at Martha’s Vineyard. 

Col. G. J. Foraker died in Newark, Ohio, yes- 
terday, aged 58 years. He was General Superin- 
tendent of the Trans-Ohio Division of the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railway during the last three years. Previ- 
ously he had been President and General Manager 
of the Atlanta and Charlotte Road, General Manager 
of the Virginia Midland, Generai Superintendent of 
the Georgia Pacific, and President of various narrow 
gauge roads in the South. His death was unex- 
pected and was caused by a painfnl operation for 

emorrhoids. He was a cousin of Gov. J. B. Foraker. 

Robert Hogarth Patterson, a distinguished 
Scotch writer and editor, died in Lundon yesterday 
at the age of 65. He was a native of Edinburgh, 
and was educated for a civil engineer, but relin- 
quished that profession to engage in literature. He 
contributed to all the leading English magazines, 
and served as editor for a season of the Press, Globe, 
and other conservative newspapers. Mr. Patterson 

ublished in 1860 “The New Révolution; or, The 
Napoleonic Policy in Europe,” a work which at- 
tracted great attention from the fact that several of 
its prophecies were singularly fulfilled soon after its 
appearance. Amon is other works are “ The 
Economy of Capital,’ “ The Science of Finance,” 
and “The State, the Poor, and the Country.” He 
was a member of the Council of the Statistical So- 
ciety. 

Barun Charles Arthur Bourgeois, the French 
sculptor, died in Paris yesterday in the forty-ninth 
year of his age. He was born in Dijon, and wasa 
student of Duret and M.Guillanme. In 1863 he was 
awarded the Roman medal for his group “* Nisus and 
Euryale,” and in the same year made a successful 
début at the Paris Salon with his statue of the 
“ Snake Charmer,” which was reproduced in bronze 
for the Salon of 1864. Among the more notable of 
his works are the “ Arab Washerwoman,” and the 
“Greek Actor,” in bronze; * St. Agatha,” “The 
Slave,” and ‘“ Hero and Leander,” in plaster; ‘ The 
Delphic Pythos” and several bustsin marble, and 
“St. Joachim” and “ Religion,’”’ two stone figures 
for the Church of St. Eustache and the Church of 
Sorbonne, respectively. M. Bourgeois was awarded

IMPORTANT MATTERS CONSIDERED BY 
THE BOARD OF ESTIMATE. 

The members of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment warmly greeted District At- 
torney Martine when he appeared tc explain 
the estimates of his office for 1887. Mayor 
Grace remarked that the District Attorney hav- 
ing been so hard at work of late the estimates of 
his office would be first taken up. 

Mr. Martine said that owing to the expenses of 
the “ boodle” cases there would be a deficiency 
this year of $6.000, which would have to be in- 
cluded in the budget for next year. Ultimately, 
however, the expenses of these trials would, un- 
der the State Constitution, have to be paid by the 


State.. The trials of the Aldermen already con- 
victed had-cost over $10,000, and through the 


forfeiture of Mr. Sayles’s bonds the city was 


thus far $15,000 ahead. Eyen were this not the 
fact, he. thought that the results already at- 
tained. were commensurate with the expense. 


“Mr. Martine in conclusion said that he intended 


to vigorously prosecute all the bribery cases. 

The board, on motion of Mayor Grace, unan- 
imously granted the District Attorney $30,000 
for contingent expenses, and $98,060 for the 
other expenses of his office for 1887. Mr. Mar- 
tins promised to render a good account of his 
office by this time next year. 

Ex-Judge Henry E. Howland and B. H. Field 
meng for an appropriation of $10,000 for the 
New-York Free Circulating Library, which cir- 
enlated 224,000 volumes last year. The board 
allowed the amount. Ex-Chief-Justice Charles 
P. Daly, Douglas Taylor, Excise Commissioner 
William 8. Andrews, and James D. Buchanan 
urged that an appropriation be made for the 
Apprentices’ Library, and on motion of Con- 
troller Loew the sum of $5,000 was allowed. 

Park Commissioner John D. Crimmins then 
showed up the errors in the document submitted 
on Wednesday by the Council of Reform. He 
charged that there was an error of $124,000 in 
the calculations about the expenses of the Park 
Department. Henry N. Beers, of the council, 
tried to interrupt Mr. Crimmins, but Mayor 
Grace checked him and said that Mr. Beers had 
been shown to be radically wrong in almost 
every statement last year, and it would be noth- 
ing new for him to be wrong this year. It was 
then shown that the council, through Mr. Beers, 
had charged departments with spending more 
money than they had to use, and in the case of 
the Park Department the discrepancy amounted 
te about $200,000. 

An opinion was received from the Corporation 
Counsel to the effect that not more than $150,- 
900 could be appropriated for the use of the 
College of the City of New-York. This opinion 
precludes the appropriation of money for an 
extension to the building. 

The Board of Estimate received a communica- 
tion last — from the Commissioners of 
Accounts, in which the management of the 
Health Department was severely criticised. |The 
Health Board met yesterday and formulated an 
elaborate reply to the criticisms of the Commis- 
sioners of Accounts, which they sent to the 
Board of Estimate. They assert, among 
other things, that in the years 1881, 1882, 
and 1883 the board’s expenditures for salaries 
were $142,228 43, $162,763 07, and $168,285 35, 
instead of $119,513 32, $138,512, and $153,632, 
as stated by the Commissioners; that the unex- 
ended balance of the appropriation for the year 
886 will be about $9,000 instead of $53,534 28, 
as stated by the Commissioners, which unex- 
pended baiance was caused by the small amount 
employed for disinfection last Summer; that the 
standard of qualifications of additional sani- 
tary inspectors has not been lowered; that 
the legal points raised by the Commissioners 
in regard to the necessity of employing only 
“sanitary engineers” are not supported by the 
statutes; that the ‘‘emergency clause” of the 
health laws cannot be twisted so as to permit 
of extravagant expenditures in other directions, 
as stated by the Commissioners; that the state- 
ment of the Commissioners that hardly 50 per 
cent. of the board’s primary orders are complied 
with is disproved by the records, which show 
that between July 1, 1885, add July 1, 1886, of 


, 19,490 of such orders issued 18,732 were com- 


plied with, and that the board has successfully 
endured a minute investigation by the Cominis- 
sioners of Accounts.

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AN INGENIOUS SWINDLER. 


MAKING A LIVING BY PERSONATING 
GOVERNMENT SCIENTISTS. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—A petty swindler, 
who is apparently a man of some ability, has 
been preying upon credulous peeple of the rural 
districts in various parts of the country by rep- 
resenting himself asa scientist connected with 
the Geological Survey, and his career has been 
continued with a good degree of success for 
about four years. He takes the names, one after 
another, of the chiefs of the several. scientific 
branches and borrows books and specimens 


from libraries and college museums and money 
from Professors and librarians. He has ex- 
amined alleged coai, iron, and copper mines, and 
received money for making favorable reports, 
which he promised should appearin the annual 
ublications of the survey. More than once he 
as promised places in the survey to persons 
who have paid him liberally for the supposed 
favor. Ina dozen places he has arranged to de- 
liver lectures upon scientific subjects, and has 
decamped after making as many dupes as _ possi- 
ble. He is said to have a fair command of 
geologic and paleontologic terminology, and to 
be a plausible and entertaining talker upon a 
variety of subjects, 
Recently he has been operating under the 
name and title of Capt. Clarence E. Dutton 
whose fame as a geologist and writer has served 
to make easy prey of the good people upon 
whom the swindler plied his art. dhe tirst that 
was heard of him in this character came in a 
“letter to Capt. Dutton from Northern Michigan. 
The writer said that he had driven in the dark 
and through the mud a long distance to hear the 
Captain’s lecture ‘‘ as per invitation,” and was 
chagrined and surprised to find that the lecturer 
was not on hand and had not been heard from 
at the appointed place. He could overlook this 
failure, and smaller disappointment, but he 
begged that two valuable books borrowed by the 
geologist from a clergyman to whom he was 
introduced by the complainant be returned 
as the clergyman held him _ responsible 
in the matter. This writer expresses 
admiration for Capt. Dutton’s ability and ac- 
quirements, but quaintly and earnestly lectures 
him upon the grave defects of character betrayed 
by the book episode anc admonishes him to re- 
form. Then there came ‘a letter from the Presi- 
dent of an Ohio university apologizing for his 
delay in forwarding documents and expressing 
the hope that it will not prove fatal. Next the 
President of a literary society in Indiana wrote 
to close the bargain for a lecture, begging that 
an carly day might be fixed and agsuring Capt. 
Dutton that the ladies would be delighted to see 
him again. A manin Detroit demanded the re- 
turn of the book lent to the Captain and informed 
him that those promised to be sent from Wash- 
ington had not come to hand. Major Powell 
pays the survey has heard frcm this swindler as 
often as once a month for four years, and he 
thinks it time that steps were taken to put an 
end to his career—an opinion which Capt. Dut- 
ton thoroughly indorses.

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WITNESSES FOR STAUNTON | 


MRS. LAIDLER DENIES THE 
OHARGE AGAINST HER. 

A SCOTCH FEMALE WITNESS INDIGNANT 
AT BEING TAKEN FOR AN _IRISH- 
WOMAN—SCENES IN COURT. 


The anticipation that the Rev. Benjamin 
Staunton would become a witness in his own be- 
half, in his wife's suit for divorce, induced a 
great many people to attend yesterday’s session 
of the Brooklyn City Court, but they were/disap- 
pointed, and from the statement made by Mr, 
Staunton it was understood that he will not sub- 
ject himself to the perils of a {cross-examin- 
ation at the hands of the opposing attorney. At 
his request the testimony of John Trevor, to the 
effect that the defendant had admitted 
that he was an ex-convict and that he 
learned how to make mats in a State prison, was 
stricken out. In answer to Mr. Tenney’s pro- 
tests Judge Reynolds said that in case Mr. 
Staunton took the stand he could be questioned 
in regard to his former name and the convict 
story. That settled it, and at the conclusion of 
the day’s hearing the defendant announced that 
he had only two more witnesses to examine— 
Elder Watt and a Mr. Fleming. 

The first witness yesterday was Stephen Laid- 
ler, the husband of the Mrs. Laidler of whom the 
plaintiff is jealous. He admitted that when he 
had the conversation with Trustee Chamber- 
lain in which it was alleged he had threatened 
to shoot Pastor Staunton, he was under the in- 
fiuence of liquor, but, he said, “ I wasn’t so bad 


that I couldn’t walk from Raymond-street to 
Putnam-avenue, andI never used such an ex- 
pression.” 

Then the invalid Mrs. Laidler, who was taken 
out of court on Wednesday after her direct ex- 
amination, was brought in and given over to the 
pleasures of a cross-examination that was very 
strong, but which did not alter her testimony in 
the slightest degree. She leoked ill when she 
took the witness stand and on several occasions 
broke out into tears, caused by her nervousness. 
Mrs. Laidier said she lived with her sister, Mrs. 
Atwood, at No. 1,560 Pacific-street. She denied 
all the stories about her improper relations with 
Mr. Staunton, and said that her furniture was 
taken to his house against her will. Subsequent- 
ly she went there to arrange it at Mr. Staunton’s 
request. She was there wnen Mrs. Staunton re- 
turned from Saratoga and thought that lady 
‘very rude when she said she didn’t like company 
at her house. 

“Why did you sit upso late at night?’ asked 
Mr. Tenney. 

“ Because [haddyspepsia. I suffered greatly.” 

“Was Mr. Staunton’s presence necessary to 
allay your sufferings ?”’

Here Mr. Tenney branched off to the subject 
of Mrs. Laidler’s husband, and that lady said 
she had come from the country to see her hus- 
band, who had got into trouble, and the witness 
cried hysterically. When she had been quieted 
the lawyer asked, “‘ Didn’t Staunton pay for that 
sacque you have on ?”’ 

“« No, Sir, I earned the money that bought it.” 

“Well, Madam, did’nt you say to Elder Watt, 
‘Mr. Staunton and I lived in the same house. 
Mr. Staunton had no wife and I nad no husband, 
and we were both human?” 

** Any one who says that lies,” responded Mrs. 
Laidler, whose tears had all dried up by this 
time. 

Mrs. Laidler had gone to Fort Greene Church, 
she said, from Plymouth Church, andin a short 
time Mrs. Staunton told her that her name had 
been connected with Mr, Staunton’s in an evil 
way by peoplein thechurch. After the witness 
left the choir she was invited back by a session 
of the church and by the organist. This ended 
Mrs. Laidler’s appearance in the case, and she 
was led from the court room by her sister, Mrs. 
Atwood, who took only a few minutes to cor- 
roborate Mrs. Laidler in regard to the removal 
of the furniture. 

Then Ann McClure, a loud-talking Scotch- 
woman, testified that Mr. Staunton bought his 
wife a silk dress as late as October, 1884. She 
flenied indignantly that she had been born in Ire- 
land, and when Mr. Tenney suggested that it was 
& compliment to be borninthatcountry, asserted 
stoutly that she did’nt think so. 

“Did you ever loan Staunton money ?” 

«That's none of your business. It’s gotnothing 
te do with this case.” 

Mrs. McClure finally admitted that she did loan 
the money, when compelled to answer, but told 
Mr. Tenney that she wasn’t going to be brow- 
beaten. “I’m not a bit afraid of you,” she 
laughed. The witness refused to say whether 
she had voted for Mr. Staunton’s retention or 
not, but admitted that she had called Mrs. Staun- 
ton a nalignantly jealous woman. 

“What do you mean by malignant ?’ ques- 
tioned Mr. Tenney. 

«TI suppose you think I don’t know.” 

** Indeed, I do not.” 

“Well, Lwon’t tell you; it’s none of your af- 
fairs.” 

**Do you mend your husband’s trousers ?” 

*- Of course I do, and I search his pockets, too.” 

** Tf you found a letter there from some woman 
wouldn’t you be jealous !” 

“ Not a bit of it. I would be glad to have other 
ladies praise my husband.” 

There wasn’t much use wasting time with this 
witness, so she was excused, and the court ad- 
journed until after recess, when Theodore At- 
wood, a brother-in-law of Mrs. Laidler, living at 
No. 1,560 Pacitic-street, was called. He was 
well acquainted with the defendant during the 
time Mrs. Staunton was in Saratoga and Mrs. 
Laidler was so intimate witk the Pastor. Dur- 
ing all that time he never saw anything ont of 
the way in that lady’s conduct. She spent ever 
night at the witness’s house, where she boarded. 

Mrs. Ruth Butler, the member of the Fort 
Greene church who said she would not believe 
Mrs. Staunton under oath, testified that her 
opinion was based on the plaintiff's contradict- 
ory storieste her. She had a conversation with 
Mrs. Staunton im November, 1884, when Mrs. 
Staunton told the witness that there was trouble 
in the church because of Mr. Staunton’s in- 
timacy with Mrs. Laidler. These stories, the 
plaintiff said, had been circulated by George 
Chamberlain, a member of the church whom she 
characterized as a ‘‘firebug.” That day Mrs. 
Staunton referred to her husband in a vulgar 
manner, and the witness begged her to try to 
bring about a reconciliation. At « later inter- 
view in April, 1885, Mrs. Staunton as- 
serted that she had first told Mr. Chamberlain 
of her husband’s behavior with Mrs. Laid- 
ler. This emphatic contradiction made the 
witness disbelieve the plaintiff. On Thanks- 

iving Day, 1885, the witness teok dinner at Mr. 
Staunton’s house, and after the meal Mrs. Staun- 
ton, Mrs. Pratt, and the witness cleared off the 
table. During this operation Mrs. Pratt, who did 
the Staunton washing, stated that during Mrs. 
Staunton’s absence at Albany Mr. Staunton paid 
for Mrs. Laidler’s washing. This statement 
aroused Mrs. Staunton, who said: ‘At last my 
eyes have been opened,” and upon the witness 
remonstrating with her for her evident hatred of 
her husband Mrs. Staunton exclaimed: “Oh, Pil 
make it hot for him. I’m a little devil when I 
get started.” Mrs. Butler knew from her ac- 
quaintance with Mrs. Staunton that that lady’s 
clothing was plentiful and in good condition. 
Mrs. Staunton had frequently told the witness 
that the church owed her husband $500, and 
that he was very much in need of the money. 
On her cross-examination Mrs. Butler denied 
that she ever visited a house at Twenty-seventh- 
street and Sixth-avenue, New-York, with Pastor 
Staunton, or that she had ever gone to Hoboken 
with him. All of the vulgar names which Mrs. 
Staunton applied to her husband the witness 
knew were in the Bible. Here Mr. Staunton 
broke in with: “We don’t blame the learned 
counsel for questioning the witness in regard to 
a book with which he is probably unacquaint- 
ed,” and Judge Reynolds gave vent to a hearty 
laugh. Mrs. Butler was glad that she had voted 
at the church meetings for Mr. Staunton’s re- 
tention, and thought that all the witnesses who 
had testified against him at the Presbyterial trial 
were perjurers. 

At this point Mr. Staunton’s new associate 
counsel, a Mr. Hale, of Albany, asked for an ad- 
journment, as two of his witnesses were not 
a. but Judge Reynolds would not grant it. 

inally he agreed to take the testimony to-day if 
Mr. Staunton would not goon the stand. *‘ That 
gentleman,” the court said, “has conducted his 
case with signal ability,” and gave him to under- 
stand that his case would not suffer because of 
such an arrangement, The summing up will be 
finished to-morrow. 

Mr. Staunton was questioned yesterday in re- 

zard to his plans for the future. ‘‘ Well, Lhaven’t 
ad much time to think them over,” he said. 
**T have had only three hours’ sleep since last 
Saturday night. On one thing I am determined 
—to get the $900 owed me by the Fort Greene 
Church. I have many friends in the church still, 
and some action may be taken to retain me 
there. It will possibly be in the nature of an 
appeal from the decision of the Presbytery.” 

* Have you thought of studying law?” 

“That ona been suggested to me,” responded 
Mr. Staunton thoughtfully, “but my mind has 
not been madeup. The few days during which 
I have been my own attorney in this trial have 
opened my eyes to what I never knew before.”

TRIED BY COURT-MARTIAL. 


MAJOR ACKERMAN PLEADS NOT GUILTY 
TO THE CHARGES. 

Another phase in the quarrels vexing the 
Thirteenth Regiment, N. G. 8 N. Y., de- 
veloped at the headquarters of the Second 
Brigade, Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon, in 
the trial of Major J. Fred Ackerman, before a 
court-martial, composed of Lieut.-Col. Herman 
Dowd, Twelfth Regiment; Major Clifford A. H. 
Bartlett, Ninth Regiment; Major George A, 
Miller, Twenty-second Regiment; Major Will- 
iam H. Kipp, Seventh Regiment, and Capt, 
Thomas Miller, Jr,, Seventeenth Separate Com- 


pany. Major Almet F. Jenks, Judge-Advocate 
of the Second Brigade, is the Judge-Advocate of 
the court, having been specially detailed for 
that purpose. 

The public were admitted tothe court room. 
They found the members of the court-martial 
and the Judge-Advocate, as gorgeous as fatigue 
uniforms could make them, sitting behind an 
aeey of tables, the top of the Judge-Advocate’s 
particular table being adorned with a gold- 
mounted sword sheathed in a gold-mounted 
scabbard, an emblem of the majesty of military 
law. The accused, Major Ackerman, presented 
himself resplendent in full uniform with the ex- 
ception of his sword, which is supposed to have 
been taken from him when he was arrested upon 
the charges presented by his commanding offi- 
cer, Col. Fackner. He introduced his counsel— 
Col. Albert E. Lamb and Jere A. Wernberg—and 
they were recognized as such by the court. 

There was quite a crowd of members of the 
National Guard present, including Col. Fackner, 
the Colonel of the Thirteenth, whose election 
last September made all the trouble in the regi- 
ment, and Gen. James McLeer. commanding th 
Second Brigade, of which the Thirteenth Regi- 
mentis apart. The members of the court, the 
Judge-Advocate, and the official stenographer, 
Henry G. Smith, having been sworn, the specifi- 
cations of the charge against Major Ackerman 
were read. The first charges him with conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and military dis- 
cipline, in that in the armory of the Thirteenth 
Regiment, on or about Oct. 19, while 
on duty at the annual muster and in- 
spection of the regiment, he said in 
the presence of his junior officers: “Iam here 
to stay until I drive out that thing,” meanin 
Col. Fackner; “itis a fight between us now unti 
he goes out or the regiment is disbanded; I am 
enlisted for the war.” The others eharge him 
with using language to the same rebellious effect 
at other times, or with conspiring with other 
officers, or with the privates, to promote insub- 
ordination. 

Major Ackerman pleaded not guilty, and the 
trial was then begun in a free and easy manner, 
as farasthe method of examination was con- 
cerned. Two witnesses testified on the part of 
the prosecution, Lieut. James Alexander, of 
Company F, Thirteenth Regiment, and Capt. 
Samuel W.Smith,of Company C. Tney sustained 
the allegation of the first and second specifica- 
tions, and whenever their memory failed them 
either the Judge-Advocate or the President of 
the court, Col. Dowd, helped them with leading 
questions which would make Recorder Smyth 
wild. These things are all right in a court- 
martial, however, and they expedite matters 
materially. The cross-examinations were also 
considerably shortened by cautions by Col. Dowd 
to Col. Lamb that he ‘“‘ mustn’t pursue that line 
any further.’”’ Col. Lamb, under the hallucina- 
tion that he wasinacourt of law, “excepted” 
once, but on the suggestion of Col. Dowd that 
there was no tribunal to which he could appeal— 
a court-martial being a law unto itself—he amid 
much laughter withdrew it. 

The trial will continue to-morrow evening. 


THE SIEWART COLLEOTION. 


IT IS TO BE SOLD AT AUCTION IN 
FEBRUARY. 

All doubt about the disposition of the 
paintings and other art treasures atthe A. T. 
Stewart mansion hag been settled by an order 
from the Executors to sell them at public auc- 
tion. The arrangement was concluded Wednes- 
day evening. Preparations will at once begin 
for what will probably be the most notable sale 
of this kind ever held. By it will be distributed 


240 paintings and all the statuary, bronzes, 
porcelains, and bric-A-brac bought by Mr. Stew- 
art at an estimated outlay of between $4,000,000 
and $5,000,000. 

Many of the paintings and other articles have 
never been seen, even by the most frequent vis- 
itors tothe Stewart gallery. About 80 paint- 
ings and most of the bric-a-brac, porcelains, and 
bronzes will be taken from the bouse, in addi- 
tion to what the gallery affords. A library of 
books upon the fine arts and kindred subjects 
will be included in the sale. As soon as a cata- 
logue of the articles can be prepared artists will 
be employed to embellishit. It is intended that 
it will be an improvement upon that of the Mor- 
gan collection. Like that book, it will be elab- 
orately illustrated with etchings, pen-and-ink 
sketches, and other artistic forms of ornamenta- 
tion. It will be circulated only by subscription. 

The work of removing the articles to be sold 
will be far from light. As the art gallery is very 
high, _—— will have to be rigged for reach- 
ing and lowering some of the paintings. Several 
of them are large enough to cover the wall of a 
fair-sized room, and can be safely removed only 
with the greatest care. Everything to be sold 
will be taken early in February to the American 
Art Gallery, on Twenty-third-street. For a 
month visitors who go there will see only the 
Stewart collection. for which the rooms will be 
cleared. The exhibition will last a month. 
When the sale occurs the paintings will be re- 
served to the last. The rest of the collection 
will be sold at the art gallery rooms. Asin the 
Morgan sale, the paintings will be taken to 
Chickering Hall for disposal. 
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PROF. DWINELLE GETS NO REDRESS. 
Early in August, 1885, Prof. Charles H, 
Dwinelle, then the holder of the chair of Agri- 
cultural Science and Economic Entomology in 
the University of California, started on a wed- 
ding trip. He and his bride were passengers on 
the Pacific Express, and occupied part of the 


parlor car Norwood. The train was stopped by 
a ‘‘ wash-out” at Utica, and the passengers were 
sent toa train at the further side of the break 
thus caused in the New-York Central Road. 

Prof. Dwinelle wanted something to show the 
conductor of the new train thut he and his wife 
were entitled to first-class accommodations. He 
asked the porter of the Norwood for a voucher. 
The latter replied that the conductor had the 
tickets, and walked away. Prof. Dwinelle fol- 
lowed him, and says that he had just touched 
him on the arm for the purpose of stopping him 
and getting some more definite information, 
when the porter—a colored man—cried, ‘If you 
don’t take your hand off my arm I will hit you,” 
and at once followed up his threat by striking 
him a terrific blow in the face, knocking him un- 
conscious. This blow, Prof. Dwinelle says, 
caused him great pain and so injured his eyes as 
to make him eee objects in distorted shapes, com- 
pelling him to give up his professional chair. 

He sued the New-York Central Railroad Com- 
pany and the Pullman Palace CarCompany eacn 
tor $50,000 damages. The suit against the 
former corporation was dismissed by Judge 
Donohue in the Supreme Court yesterday, on 
the ground that the porter was not employed by 
it, but was a servant of the Pullman Company.

COLAH'S WASTED ESTATE 


> -- 
UTTER INDIFFERENCE OF THE 
MAN WHO WASTED IT. 

THE FACTS UPON WHICH JUDGE DON- 
OHUE BASED HIS JUDGMENT 
AGAINST NATHANIEL JARVIS, JR. 

Sheriff Grant made a levy on Wednesday 
on the property of Nathaniel Jarvis, Jr., who is 
still Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas, to sat- 
isfy a judgment of $76,075 89 given by Judge 
Donohue in the suit brought by Mr. Prescott 
Hall Butler, of the firm of Evarts, Choate & 
Beaman, a8 Administrator for the destitute 
widow and children of the Parsee merchant of 
Bombay, Bomanjee Byramjee Colah. Mr. Jar- 
vis, who has held the office for 25 years, and has 
many influential friends, still treats the matter 
with scorn, and laughs among his friends at the 
prospect of any recovery of the misused prop- 
erty. The scandalous use, however, of thou- 
sands of dollars of an estate, which has been the 
subject of judicial investigation since 1870, and 
which was liable to examination at any time, 
has, to put it mildly, raised a profound convic- 
tion that Mr. Jarvis is not a proper person to be 
continued in his responsible office. The very 
fact of the execution of the judgment against 
Mr. Jarvis, who has relied heavily upon his “ in- 
fluence,’ made a tremendous sensation around 
the City Hall, where all are aware that his sal- 
ary is only $5,000 a year, and that his bonds- 
men, Messrs. Traphagen and Dickerson, are lia- 
bie to the extent of $40,000. 

A morning paper yesterday published an inter- 
view with Mr. Jarvis,in which he pooh-poohed 
the judgment, and declared that only $16,000 at 
the must was in dispute, while the charge of mis- 
appropriation of funds was arrant nonsense. He 
announced that his lawyers, Messrs. Vanderpoel 
Green & Cuming, would take an appeal, and de- 
clared that an illegal interest of 7 per cent. had 
been charged upon the original fund. This 
alleged perversion of facts aroused the anger, 
of the complainant, who, for the first time, has 
expressed a willingness to reveal Judge Dono- 
hue’s decision and to show the base of the 
charges brought against the clerk. 

A TIMES reporter visited Mr. Butler yesterday 
and was told that Jarvis’s statements were false- 
hoods. In answer to inquiries about the original 
estate he said: ‘‘When the Parsee was taken 
into custody as a lunatic on July 12, 1870, there 
was $43,525 93 in the handsof Vermilye & Co., 
bankers. On Sept. 12,1870, the United States 
Trust Company turned over $55,078 75, which 
the proprietors of the Hoffman House had de- 

osited in trust for Colah, and on Feb. 13, 1871, 

5,465 26 more was turned in, making a total 
of $104,069 94, which I know was received by 
Jarvis. In 1874, pending a motion made by the 
family to have the estate transferred to India, 
Jarvis made a motion in the Court of Common 
Pleas for an allowance. Upon that a reference 
was ordered to state his accounts. The court, 
in accordance with that report, charged Jarvis 
as of Oct. 31, 1874, with $55,074 18. All the 
extraordinary expenses of the lunacy proceed- 
ings had then been incurred and paid for, and all 
that remained for Jarvis to do was to pay to the 
wite in Bombay, as directed by the court, the 
sum of $1,800 per annum. From this time till 
January, 1882, when Colah died, these quarterly 
remittances of $450 were all the payments he 
made, except some special remittances amount- 
ing altogether to $8,750.” 

“ Of course,” continued Mr. Butler, “if this 
capital of $55,000 had been invested in bonds 
and mortgages. as it should have been, the in- 
come derived would have far exceeded the sum 
needed for these payments. On the application 
made about that time for the return of the funds 
to India, Chief-Justice Daly, in the General 
Term of the Court of Common Pleas, refused to 
pe with them, saying: ‘The estate in our 

ands has been carefully invested upon real 
estate security in this city by bonds and mort- 
gages, yielding an annual income of 7 per cent., 
as large an amount, in my judgment, as can 
probably be obtained upon it in any country, 
with a view to the undoubted security and 
safety of the principal.’ Upon the trial just 
had, my counsel asked Jarvis whether it was 
true at the time that opinion was written that 
the estate was so invested. He answered ‘No,’ 
and also admitted upon further cross-examina- 
tion that at that time the estate was not in- 
vested in bonds and mortgages on property 
anywhere, nor has it been invested at all, nor 
had he since made any investment. When asked 
to explain what had become of any investments 
he had ever made he said he could not tell. 

The only two so-called investments he remem- 

bered was one of a loan of $20,000, secured by 

a lease in 1871 by a Fifth-avenue tailor, of 

which the remaining $6,000 or $7,000 due was 

of no value, and another of $6,000 upon some 
unimproved lands in Flushing, which had been 
foreclosed. 

‘When, on the applicationof the widow, I was 
appointed Administrator here in December, 
1882, I tried for a year to get accounts of the es- 
tate from Mr. Jarvis. He gave me some state- 
ments in figures which he was pleased to call ac- 
counts, of which Judge Donohue says in his 
opinion: ‘Several accounts were successively 
submitted as an account, but all but the last 
were abandoned on admission of the defendant 
that they were not an account, and as to the last, 
the defendant, on the stand, admitted his liabili- 
ty beyond that account.’ Nothing remained then 
for the court to do except to charge Mr. Jarvis, 
as Trustee, with the fund of $55,074 18 in his 
hands on Oct. 31, 1874, and legal interest from 
that date, striking a balance every ist of Janu- 
ary. This hag been done, allowing Mr. Jarvis in- 
terest on his payments each year.” 

“Mr. Jarvis says he has been charged 7 per 
cent. interest,” said the reporter. 

“The legal interest with which he has been 
charged is 7 per cent. up to Jan. 1, 1880, and 6 

er cent thereafter,” said Mr. Butler, ‘* and un- 

er this method there was found due from Mr. 

Jarvis on the lst of last October $73,491 25. 

Even with simpleinterest, with his payments re- 

moved, it would have amounted to only $3,200 

less. The remainder of the eaemens is made up 
of costs, disbursements, and lawyers’ fees.” 

“What is the fact in regard to the misappro- 
priation of funds whicn he denies?’ asked the

‘What he has done with them I do not know,” 
declared Mr. Butler, ‘‘ but he is unable to account 
for them, and Judge Donohue found, upon his 
decision, that Jarvis had ‘ failed to account for 
all of the moneys received by him or forthe in- 
come received, or which should have been re- 
ceived, upon investments thereof;’ that he ‘ im- 

roperly kept alarge portion ofthe funds on 

eposit with banks and other companies, and 
employed such funds for his own private pur- 

oses, and failed and neglected to make proper 
nvestments thereof,’ and that he‘ mingled a 
large portion of said estate with his own funds, 
and is now wholly unable to account for the 
same.’ ” 

Mr. Butler saidthat the false statements of 
Mr. Jarvis demanded a disciosure of Judge 
Donohue’s opinion, and he sincerely hoped the 
judgment would be executed, as the widow and 
two children had nothing in the world save their 
hope in this fund, which had been so abused.

DOINGS OF AN ALLEGED RING. 

The attention of Mayor Whitney .was 
called yesterday tothe existence of an alleged 
ring among the employes of the Brooklyn Ar- 
rears Department. Taxpayers, it was claimed, 
were not informed of the arrears due on their 
property, and such property was sold under the 
Evarts law and the clerks bought itin for some 
real estate speculator. By this law the owner 
of the property must pay a 10 per cent. bonus 
to the purchaser and must redeem his property 
within one year. Among the complaints laid 
before Mayor Whitney were several in which 
the arrears clerks were charged with giving tax- 
payers incomplete bills, which, although paid, 
did not release the property, and it was sold. 

Registrar of Arrears Cole, when questioned 
about the charges, admitted that three of his 
clerks had been in the habit of purchasing prop- 
erty at arrears sales for outside parties, and as 
there was no prohibitory law he had permitted 
the practice. One of these clerks bought over 
$92,000 worth of real estate sold for back taxes. 
As there had been complaints made of the mat- 
ter Mr. Cole said he would see that his clerks 
bought no more property at these sales. He 
denied the existence of a ring, but said that he 
took this step in order to etop scandalous talk, 
He refused so give the names of the clerks.

LA BOURGOGNE’S VOYAGE. 


IN A CONTINUOUS STORM FROM HAVRE 
TO NEW-YORK. 

The French steamship La Bourgogne, 
which sailed from Havre Dec, 4 and was due 
here last Sunday, came up the Bay yesterday 
afternoon, looking like an immense low-lying 
iceberg, with lofty icicles for masts. Her sides 
and decks glistened in the sun like polished steel 
and her signal gun, which projected on the star- 
board side, shone like a gun of silver. Only the 
huge red smokestacks, with their black caps, 
and the cluster of red-mouthed ventilators 
around them, were not touched by the ice. The 
upper deck would have made a good skating 


rink. From stem to stern the ice lay over it 
thick and bright. 

Little promenading did the passengers of La 
Bourgogne during the voyage. There were no 
skates on board and without them it was useless 
to attempt to navigate the deck except in Indian 
file and clinging to the handrail. Venturesome 
were the passengers who even stuck their heads 
up from the companionway, and very few were 
they who had any desire to run the risk involved 
in that proceeding. F 

“Tt was the roughest voyage I ever made,” 
was the verdict of every one of the 46 first cabin 
passengers who had recovered enough to speak 
onreaching the steamship’s dock. The second 
class and the stecrage didn’t look asif they had 
enioyed the 12 days of sea life just passed any 
more than their more fortunate fellow-passen- 

ers who had greater conveniences to make the 

neidents attendant upon a rough voyage more 
pearable. 

Capt. Frangeul, who has been sailing over the 
sea for 30 years. 13 of them as a Captain, 
shrugged his shoulders and used all the English 
he knew that was applicable to a rough sea 
voyage, leaving Mr. Louis De Bebian, the agent 
of the line, to translate his vivid French. The 
Captain said: ‘I never met such weather. We 
had continuous gales from west-southwest to 
west-northwest throughout the entire passage. 
The seas were mountainous. They dashed as 
high as the foretopmast head. The decks were 
washed continually. But the steamer did well. 
Ah! but she isa strong ship. She showed no 
signs of weakness. Three times we were forced 
to lay to. On Dec. 8 the air pump valve guard 
broke, and we had to mend it with the materials 
we had on board. In all we lay to 41 hours. The 
passengers weren’t frightened, but they staid in 
the cabin.” 

Among the passengers of La Bourgogne were 
Mr. Clifton Bolton, Mr. A. N. Chrystie, Mr, A. 
Choquette, Mr. Philip Daly and family, Mr. M. J. 
Hardy, Mr. Kessler de Montdorf, the Countess de 
Moltke, Mr. Ward de Sancey, Mr. D. E. Thebaud, 
Mr. W. W. Wipom, and Mr. Antonio E. Terry,who 
has come over to settle the estate of his brother, 
John T. Terry, who died in Paris a short time 
ago, leaving $20,000,000. Quartermaster Roger 
died of pneumonia on Dec. 9, and was buried at 
sea. 
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FAILURE OF A FUR DEALER. 


LIABILITIES OF $200,000—ATTACHMENTS 
FOR OVER $100,000. 

The store of Charles A. Herpich, whole- 
sale dealer in furs at Nos. 93 and 95 Mercer- 
street, and all its contents arein the custody of 
the Sheriff, having been levied on late on 
Wednesday evening under attachments procured 
from Judge Donohue, in the Supreme Court, by 
Charles Strauss, as attorney for G. Gandig & 
Blum, of this city and Leipsic, Germany; Blat- 
spiel, Stamp & Heacock, of London, England; 
Jules Koenigswerther, of Brussels, Belgium, and 
F. Be Poland & Sons, of London. 

The claims of these firms aggregate $105,- 
339 40, the affidavits on which attachments 
were secured set forth that in March, when he 
was asked to pay the claims, which had been 
standing for years, he said he was not prepared 
todo so, though they were good,as he had a 
surplus of $70,000 over his liabilities, which 
amounted to $224,000. He was granted an ex- 
tension until this season, when he was to begin 
paying at the rate of 10 per cent. a month. The 
first installment was due in October, but was 
not paid. 

The attaching creditors say that in November 
Herpich authorized his brothers, who are fur 
merchants in Leipsic, to negotiate for the settle- 
ment of his foreign indebtedness at 50 cents on 
the dollar, and to press his creditors to make 
such a compromise by telling them that if they 
did not he would make an assignment. The 
creditors demanded a full statement of his 
tinancial condition. He made a statement 
showing that his liabilities exceeded 
his assets by about $85,000. As there had been 
no decrease in the value of furs they refused to 
accept his proposal to compromise, and have 
begun their suits on the theory that he has 
een property for the purpose of defrauding 
them. 

Herpich began business in a small way, and 
gradually increased it toits present large pro- 
portions. He was for years at the head of the 
tirm of C. A. Herpich & Co. When that firm was 
dissolved in 1877 he managed the business alone. 
Nine years ago his liabilities were $300,000. 
His liabilities now are supposed to be about 
$200,000. The greater part of this amount is 
due in Europe. 
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NOT A BINDING CONTRACT. 

Judge Ingraham decided, in Superior 
Court, Chambers, yesterday, that Max Rosengar- 
ten and Philip Drosdowitz should be restrained 
by an injunction from interfering with the 
Roumanian Opera Company, pending the deter- 
mination ofa suit for the rescinding of acontract 
between them and the members of the company. 

The latter are musicians and actors from the 
Balkan and Carpathian slopes and valleys. They 
came here under a contract to perform under 
the direction of Rosengarten and Drosdowitz for 
two years. They played afew evenings in Oc- 
tober at the Lexington-Avenue Opera House 
without success. They have since been idle. 
They claim that Rosengarten and Drosdowitz 
have uot properly cared for their interests, either 
in the matter of providing them with shelter and 
sustenance or in procuring opportunities for 
them to show their skill and thus earn money. 

Judge Ingraham thinks the contract shows on 
its face thatthe Roumanians, who are not versed 
in English, could not have understood it, and he 
is therefore of the opinion that they should not 
be compelled, arbitrarily, to live up to its terms.

Larkins, of Marcy-avenue, Brooklyn, who now 
wears them. Mrs. Fay sued in the Supreme 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday, to recover them 
from Mrs. Larkins, and, the jury gave her a ver- 
dict fixing the value of the stones at $1,800.

NEW CIVIL SERVIOH RULES. 


TESTS FOR EMPLOYES OF THE AQUEDUCT 
COMMISSION. 

Mr. Lee Phillips, Chief Examiner and 
Secretary of the New-York City Municipal Civil 
Service Board, received from Albany yesterday 
duly approved the special regulation applying 
to the Aqueduct Commission which was passed 
by the Supervising Board and approved by the 
Mayor and the State Commission. 

The regulation, which will go into force at 
once, provides for the organization of a special 
Board of Examiners, to consist of two civil en- 
gineers, to be designated by the Aqueduct Com- 
mission and approved by the Mayor, the civil 
engineer of the Examining Board, and the Chief 
Examiner. The examinations for the higher 
positions—assistant and division engineers—will 
test the applicants’ technical competency for 
the position sought, and will include the result 
of inquiries of persons with whom the candidates 
have studied or by whom they have been em- 
ployed regarding the efficiency and accuracy of 
their work and their character for maintaining 
discipline among subordinates, For the minor 
positions—chainmen, rodmen, levelers, transit- 
men, draughtsmen, and inspectors of masonry— 
the examination will include tests of health and 
physical vigor, handwriting, arithmetic, ques- 
tions on technical knowledge required for the 
positions, and experience, 

Itis provided that, when competition may 
not be found practical to meet an emergency for 
special work in the positions of assistant en- 
gineers, instrument men, draughtsmen, super- 
intendents, or inspectors, and the fact of the 
emergency shall be made to fs koa by certifi- 
cate of the Aqueduct Commission, it shall 
be in the power of the Civil Service Supervisory 
Board to institute non-competitive examina- 
tions to temporarily fill such positions, but no 
appointment so made shall hold longer than for 
three months. Persons in the employ of the 
Aqueduct Commissivun prior to Sept. 7, 1886, 
who shall be certified by its President and chief 
engineer tu have been employed after a careful 
examination into their qualifications, and to 
have shown by their service, conduct, and char- 
acter that they are so qualified for their posi- 
tions that no further examination of them is 
necessary, will not be required to pass any 
turther examination. In other respects the 
Aqueduct Commission’s employes will be sub- 
ject to the general civil service regulations, 

President Oberly, of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, who is now in this city on business rel 
ative to the Custom House, told yesterday of 
proposed changes in civil service rules by which 
itis hoped examinations of applicants for office 
can be improved. At present examinations are 
conducted by local Boards of Examiners, who 
receive examination question papers from Wash- 
ington and then mark the papers after the 
applicants have filled them out. Under the new 
plan itis proposed to have a national Board of 
Examiners, with headquarters at Washington, 
who shall pass upon all papers and do all the 
marking and grading of the papers after appli- 
cants have filled the papers out. These national 
examiners will receive salaries and devote their 
entire time to the work. 

Examinations will be conducted by local 
boards, so far as submitting questions to appli- 
cauts-is concerned, but when the examination is 
ended and papers are filled out they will be for- 
warded to Washington and there passed upon. 
It is urged in favor of the new plan that the 
papers will be marked more uniformly than is 
now possible, as local boards at different points 
have different standards, and the new plan will 
remove all danger of favoritism.
